Africa. 

Greetings  from  Bishop  Booth  :— The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Bishop 
Booth,  the  new  General  Superintendent  of  the  Elizabethville  Area. 

Introductions  and  Presentations :— The  Bishop  presented  Miss  Evelyn 
de  Vries,  a  new  missionary  who  had  just  arrived,  Mrs.  Springer,  Rev.  W. 
Haworth  of  the  Gatooma  Methodist  Church,  and  Miss  Jessie  Pfaff  returned 
from  furlough. 

Question   One : — "What  are  the  reports  of  the  District  Superintendents  as  in 
the  status  of  the  work  within  their  districts?".    The  names  of  the  lollowing 
were  called  and  their  characters  passed:--H.  I.  James,  P.  Hassing,  W.  Boiir 
gaize,  G.  A.  Roberts,  T,  A.  O'Farrell,  H.  E.  Taylor,  J.  Nduna  and  E.  L.  Sells.

H.  I.  James  read  the  report  of  the  Mrewa  District. 

Per  Hassing  read  the  report  of  the  Mtasa-Makoni  District. 

Methodist    Historical  Society:— At  12  noon  the  meeting  of  the  Methodist 
Historical  Society  was  held,  with  T.  A.  O'Farrell  presiding, 
Adjournment:— The  Conference  adjourned  at  12.15  p.m.  with  the  Benediction 
by  Moses  Mparutsa. 

Second    Day,  Wednesday,   September  6th,   1944. 

Opening  : — The  Conference  was  called  to  order  at  8.30,  a.m.  and  the  devotions 
were  conducted  by  T.  A.  O'Farrell.  Hymn  No.  348  was  sung  and  the  Scrij)- 
ture  lesson  was  read  from  John  fifteenth  chapter.  A  talk  was  ^iven  on 
"Abide  in  Him".     Hymn  228   was  sung,  "O,  For  a  Closer  Walk  with  God".

Recess:- The  Couferencfe  weijt  iatg  recess  at  10.0  o'ciock,  and  rccvnvciiud  at 
10.30  o'clock. 
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D^vjtions  — The  devotions  were  led  by  the  Rev.  E.  N.  Darroll.  the  Minister 
ot  tlie  Baptist  Church,  Bulawayo.  He  read  from  II  Corinthians,  the  twelfth 
chapter,  and  spoke  on  the  siibject  of  "Vision  and  Call  for  Service".  A.  quar- 
tette sang  a  hymn  "Strength  for  the  Day  ". 

Question  One  was  resumed :  — John  Nduna  read  the  report  of  the  Honde 
District.  W.  Bourgaize  read  the  report  of  the  Mtoko  District.  H.  E.  Taylor 
read  the  report  of  the  Old  Umtali  District. 

Question  Two: — "Are  all  the  preachers  blameless  in  their  life  and  official 
administration?".  The  characters  of  all  the  preachers  were  passed  with 
ea_-h  District  Superintendent  answering  for  the  men  in  his  district. 

The  characters  of  Josiah  Chimbadzwa,  M.  J.  Murphree,  L.  E.  Adkins  and 
the  Lay  Missionaries  were  passed. 

The  appointment  of  L.  E.  Adkins  to  service  outside  the  regular  organisa- 
tioa  of  the  Methodist  Church,  without  annuity  claim,  was  confirmed  by  more 
than  two  thirds  vote  of  the  Conference.

Musingwini,  Wilson  Mandisodza  and  Samuel  Munjoma. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  they  had  completed  their  studies  of  the 
second  year. 

Question  Sixteen : — "Who  have  been  contiued  in  their  studies  of  the  third 
year?

Question  Twenty-Eig;ht : — "What  is  the  report  of  the  Conference  Treasurer?" 
H.  I.  James  read  the  report  of  the  Conference  Treasurer  and  on  motion  of  P. 
Massing  it  was  accepted. 

Closing — The  two  minutes  of  silent  prayer  were  observed,  and  the  Conference 
closed  at  12.15  o'clock  with  prayer  and  benediction  by  Bishop  Springer. 

Third     Day,    Thursday,    7th    September,    1944. 

Opening  :— The  Conference  was  called  to  order  at  8.30  a.m.,  and  the  devotions 
were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  H.  Carter.  Hymn  No.  372,  "Love  Divine,  all 
Love  Excelling"  was  sung.  The  Scripture  was  read  from  Ephesians  3:14, 
and  he  spoke  on  the  subject  of  "Love  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus"  Hymn  No.

the  Oliairman  and  General  Superintendent  of  the  Methodist  Synod,  who  spoke 
on  the  co-operative  work  now  being  carried  out  in  Bulawayo  and  Salisbury. 

Question  One  was  resumed: — G.  A.  Roberts  read  the  report  of  the  Mutamba- 
ra  District. 
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Questions    4,  5,  6,  9,  10,  11,  12:— Were  answered  in  the  negative. 

It  was  agreed  that  in  the  future,  notations  under  Question  (6)  would  be 
made  in  two  parts:  (a)  Withdrawn,  (b)  Expelled.  Peter  Chaweta,  who 
was  recorded  in  1943,  withdrew  at  his  own  request. 

Question  Seventeen  :— "  Who  are  admitted  into  full  connection  ?" 

The  Committee  on  Conference  Relations  recommended  that  the  following 
be  received  into  full  connection  : — Ebson  Zimonte,  Benjamin  Gwaza,  Amon 
Kajese,  Nason  Chigubu,  Obadiah  Musingwini,  Wilson  Mandisodza  and  Samuel 
Munjoma.     On  motion,  it  was  ordered. 

Question  Eighteen  : — "What  travelling  preachers  have  been  elected  deacons". 
On  motion  of  T.  A.  O'Farrell,  for  the  Committee  on  Conference  Relations, 
the  following  were  elected  to  deacon's  Orders  :— Ebson  Zimonte,  Benjamin 
Gwaza,  Nason  Chigubu,  Amon  Kajese,  Obadiah  Musingwini,  Wilson  Mandi- 
sodza, and  Samuel  Munjoma.

It 
does  not  necessarily  mean  either  an 
end  or  a  beginning  to  a  piece  of  work 
but  to  a  period  in  the  history  and  in 
the  work  of  the  District.  I  would  be 
true  to  say  that  in  tiie  total  work  of 
the  District  we  have  the  same  aims 
and  outlook  as  prevailed  in  1909  when 
Dr.  Gurney  and  one  African  helper 
was  appointed  to  the  Mrewa  District 
or  when  exactly  twenty  years  ago  we 
gave  our  first  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Mrewa  District.  From  the 
very  beginning  until  now  the  aims 
have  been  the  same  -  to  preach  the 
Gospel  by  word  and  deed  and  to  help 
the  people  by  whatever  means  pos- 
sible to  get  a  knowledge  of  God  which 
would  enrich  their  lives.  During 
that  time,  however,  those  who  have 
had  a  part  in  the  work  have  been 
called  upon  to  change  their  methods 
and  scope  of  work  to  a  considerable 
degree.  The  work  also  has  grown 
into  what  is  now  three  large  and 
important  Church  Districts  of  which 
the  present  Mrewa  District  is  but 
one. 

Circuits 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  usual 
opportunity.  It  has  also  been  noted 
for  the  efforts  in  many  of  the  stations 
of  the  circuits  in  putting  up  better 
churches  and  school  buildings.  At 
Nyamutumbu  a  four  room  school 
building  has  been  erected.  On  the 
Headlands  Circuit  three  new  church 
buildings  have  been  started.  Bricks 
are  being  made  at  six  other  stations. 
We  have  been  able  to  add  standard 
two  to  two  other  schools  though  so 
far  we  have  no  standard  three  in  the 
village  schools. 


The  membership  of  the  Rukwadza- 
no  continues  to  grow  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  new  constitution  will 
soon  be  forthcoming  and  that  it  will 
be  more  suitable  to  make  a  strong 
and  useful  organization. 

As  there  seems  to  be  no  great  hope 
that  the  Headlands  sections  of  the 
Mrewa  District  will  be  attached  to 
some  other  unit  it  would  seem  that  in 
the  interests  of  the  people  there  it 
would  be  desirable  to  allow  that  sec- 
tion to  develop  and  that  probably  to 
do  this  a  boarding-school  and  pos- 
sibly a  Central  Primary  school  opened 
at  Arnoldene  to  care  for  those  need- 
ing training  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
present  work. 

The  more  than  fifty  teachers  of  the 
District  met  at  Mrewa  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  for  study  and  con- 
sultation on  the  work  for  the  year. 

Mrewa  Mission 

With  the  services  and  various 
meetings  held  daily.  Rev.  Luke  Chie- 
za  has  a  full  time  task  iu  the  course 
of  which  he  has  been  both  faithful 
and  acceptable.  We  have  continued 
the  plan  during  this  year  of  having 
candidates  for  Church  membership 
have  a  special  course  of  training 
beyond  the  usual  Class-meeting  for 
at  least  three  months  before  being 
received  into  full  membership.  These 
are  put  into  a  special  class  during 
this  period  during  which  their  special 
needs  are  noted  and  dealt  with. 

Our  Holy  Week  services  this  year 
were  especially  helpful  and  fruitful. 
More  than  a  hundred  of  our  young 
people  of  the  boarding  school  on  the 
last  day  of  the  services  unmistak- 
ably professed  a  new  relationship  to 
God  through  Jesus  Christ.  I  have 
never  witnessed  a  more  quiet  and  at 
the  same  time  a  more  spiritual  desire 
than  in  the  closing  services  of  that 
week. 
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Westarted  the  new  school  year  with 
300  boarders  and  200  day  scholars 
making  around  500  in  all.  For  the 
first  time  we  had  standard  five  with 
a  class  of  over  thirty.  These,  with 
the  people  who  are  not  the  school 
make  up  a  Sunday  morning  congrega- 
tion of  over  700  on  many  occasions. 
I  consider  that  for  many  years  the 
Mrewa  Central  school  has  been  very 
greatly  understaffed  in  regards  to 
Missionary  or  European  teachers. 
This  year  we  have  been  fortunate  in 
having  procured  an  extra  teacher  for 
most  of  the  year. 

We  have  again  made  some  building 
improvements  and  additions.  The 
boys'  dormitory  has  been  completed 
and  the  hoped-for  grant-loan  has 
recently  been  made  for  £460.  A  brick 
and  tiled  dining  room  for  the  girls 
has  been  built  and  is  almost  ready  for 
occupation.  In  order  to  provide  more 
room  for  added  staff  a  new  room  has 
been  added  to  the  mission  house.  This 
is  used  as  a  study  and  releases  another 
room  for  a  guest  room.  Also  one 
room  in  the  second  residence  always 
used  as  a  store  room  has  been  renov- 
ated and  made  fit  for  occupation 
by  the  addition  of  a  new  floor  and 
ceiling  as  well  as  a  fireplace  and  new 
plastering  and  decorating  of  the  walls. 
All  of  the  other  rooms  of  the  second 
residence  have  also  been  completely 
replastered,  A  quantity  of  new  fur- 
niture has  also  been  procured  for  the 
added  rooms.  The  remainder  of  the 
Government  loan  on  the  previous 
building  loan  has  been  paid  off  dur- 
ing the  year  thus  completing  repay- 
ment in  four  years  instead  of  fifteen. 
We  have  asked  for  another  grant-loan 
for  the  coming  year  but  have  no  as- 
surance as  yet  beyond  the  statement 
that  the  application  will  beconsidered. 

We  are  preparing  for  future  build- 
ing by  making  bricks.  We  have  a 
kiln  of  about  80,000  nearly  ready  for 
burning  and  hope  to  continue  making 
more  until  the  rains  come.  This  year 
we  are  burning  with  coal  as  the  wood 
problem  is  rather  acute. 

A  long-felt  need  at  Mrewa  has  been 
electric  lighting.  It  is  almost  impossi- 
ble to  carry  on  ef  ficiently  ni  a  mis- 
sion such  as  ours  without  it.  We  are 
glad  to  report  that  we  are  now  about 


to  realise  it.  Through  the  kindness 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Old  Uintali 
to  make  possible  the  services  of  Mr. 
Hamrick  and  the  willingness  of  Mr. 
Hamrick  to  assist  us  we  have  the 
plant  almost  completed,  it  has  every 
prospect  of  being  very  efficiently  in- 
stalled and  fiUing  the  needs  of  Mrewa 
for  many  years  to  come.  We  have 
had  to  build  a  completly  new  engine 
and  power  house.  Lights  are  being 
put  into  every  department  of  the 
mission  including  the  homes  of  the 
African  staff  and  there  will  be  power 
enough  in  reserve  for  future  develop- 
ment in  the  running  of  machinery. 

The  general  position  of  the  work 
throughout  the  district  isoneof  lirm 
advance.  A  continuing  difficulty  is 
that  of  getting  sufficient  teachers  for 
the  schools.  This  is  due  largely  to 
continual  growth  of  the  schools  wliich 
demands  additional  teachers.  I  am 
grateful  to  the  ministers  of  the  cir- 
cuits who  are  helping  to  carry  the 
responsibility  and  the  burdens  of  the 
work  to  a  greater  degree  year  by 
year.  I  would  here  acknowledge  my 
gratitude  to  the  whole  teaching  staff 
both  at  the  Mission  and  in  the  village 
schools  in  the  work  of  the  past  year. 
At  the  Mission,  in  spite  of  outstand- 
ing problems  and  difficulties,  1  feel 
there  is  a  better  spirit  prevailing  than 
for  many  years.  The  twin  movements 
of  Wayfarers  and  Pathfinders  are 
flourshing  and  doing  a  very  good 
work. 

We  are  fortunate  in  that  our 
mission  at  Mrewa  is  so  near  to  the 
Government  Clinic  and  are  grateful 
for  the  aid  we  receive  through  Dr. 
Anderson  on  his  visits  to  Mrewa. 
Besides  this,  however,  there  is  still  a 
large  number  of  minor  treatii  ents  in 
connection  with  the  boys'  and  girls' 
boarding  departments.  During  the 
past  year  the  number  of  such  treat- 
ments was  between  7,000  and  8,000. 
This  work  has  again  through  the  ye;i  r 
been  cared  for  by  Mrs.  James  who 
has  also  taken  an  increased  share  in 
the  office  work  of  the  mission. 

As  we  give  thanks  for  strength  and 
guidance  for  the  past  we  also  loi  k 
forward  with  renewed  confidence  h  r 
the  future  year's  work. 
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REPORT    OF    MTOKO    DISTRICT 

W.    Bourgaize,     Superintendent 

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow  Workers:- 
"Salaauis"  and  greetings  tu  you  all 
from  the  Mtoko  District.  Once  again 
we  review  and  try  to  estimate  the 
"work  of  another  Conference  year. 
We  have  much  for  which  to  be 
thankful  and  to  Him  we  render  our 
thanks.  To  claim  that  all  is  well 
would  be  to  claim  to  have  reached 
Utopia-which  we  have  not  yet  a- 
chieved  though  we  are  headed  in 
that  direction.  One  may  report  the 
things  attempted,  but  in  things  spiri- 
tual there  is  so  much  that  defies 
the  measuring  rod. 

However,  the  year  has  been  one 
of  decided  progress.  Difficulties  and 
problems  have  not  been  few  and  at 
times  baffling.  Last  Christmas  even 
one  of  our  Native  ministers  was 
brought  in  unconscious  to  the  Mte- 
mwa  Clinic-cerebral  malaria,  and  it 
is  only  because  of  the  grace  of  God 
that  that  minister  is  with  us  today. 
Co-operation  between  ministers,  pas- 
tor-teachers and  missionary  has 
made  the  year  a  happy  and  a  fruitful 
one. 

Mtoko  Mission 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  aspects 
of  the  work  at  the  Mtoko  Mission 
has  been  and  continues  to  be  the 
splendid  co-operation  between  all  the 
five  teachers  employed  there.  It  has 
been  a  real  pleasure  to  work  with 
them.  We  now  have  two  splendid 
groups  of  Pathfinders,  and  one  large 
group  of  Wayfarers.  This  year  was 
started  a  class  of  Cubs  and  a  class 
of  Sunbeams.  Much  of  this  phase 
of  the  Work  was  initiated  by  Teacher 
Faku,  ably  assisted  by  all  the  other 
teachers.  It  is  my  belief  that  in  this 
movement  lies  a  tremendous  opportu- 
nity to  reach  the  young  folk  and  this 
opportunity  is  not  being  neglected. 

The  Boy's  Boarding  School  has  in- 
creased in  numbers  from  sixty  to 
nearly  a  hundred.  When  school 
opened  we  found  that  we  had  thirty 
more  applicants  than  we  had  planned 
for.  Not  having  the  heart  to  turn 
them  away  we  stretched  our  resour- 
ces to  the  utmost  and  have  managed 
to  find  a  place  for  them  all.  This  Boy's 
Boarding  School,  though  not  recogni- 


zed as  such  by  the  Government,  ow- 
ing to  our  inability  to  provide  the 
necessary  so-called  expert  supervi- 
sion, continues  to  be  the  source  of  a 
great  deal  of  satisfaction.  We  all 
recognize  the  fact  that  merely  book 
learning  and  the  acquiring  of  techni- 
cal or  industrial  skill,  valuable  as 
these  may  be,  is  not  enough. 

The  principles  of  Christian  charac- 
ter, honesty,  truthfulness  and  trust- 
worthiness, in  the  school  room  and 
out  of  it,  need  to  be  inculcated  and 
developed.  These  virtues  are  too 
often  lacking  in  the  boys  when  they 
enter  school  for  the  first  time.  We 
have  quite  a  large  fruit  orchard  right 
adjoining  the  boy's  kitchen  with  not 
a  semblance  of  a  fence  to  keep  them 
from  stealing  the  fruit.  This  year,  not 
a  single  boy  had  to  be  reprimanded 
or  punished  for  attempts  at  stealing. 
We  feel  that  we  are  going  places 
along  these  lines. 

The  farm,  run  entirely  on  the  rota- 
tion plan  continues  to  supply  every- 
thing required  to  feed  the  ninety  two 
boarding  boys.  Teacher  Gezi  has 
developed  and  operates  a  splendid 
vegetable  garden.  This  garden  is 
proving  a  tremendous  asset  in  main- 
taining the  good  health  of  the  boys. 
Many  of  them  come  to  us  looking 
like  scare-crows;  they  leave  for  home 
at  the  end  of  the  year  pictures  of 
health.  Teacher  Emily  Chieza  has 
started  sewing  classes  and  is  doing 
a  splendid  piece  of  work  with  the 
girls.  We  had  planned  to  erect  some 
additional  class  rooms  which  are 
urgently  needed,  but  owing  to  pres- 
sure of  other  un-expected  tasks,  this 
will  have  to  be  post-poned  till  next 
year.  Four  oxen  have  been  purchas- 
ed to  help  out  the  three  mules  which 
are  now  getting  too  old  to  handle  all 
the  plowing  and  transportation  re- 
quired. 

The  Sunday  services  are  well  at- 
tended throughout  the  year.  During 
the  school  terms-the  present  church 
building  is  not  large  enough  to  ac- 
comodate the  attendance.  Our  Native 
population  at  Mtoko  is  very  transient 
to  a  large  extent ;  here  today  and 
gone  tomorrow.  Neverthelss,  seed  is 
being  sown  in  faith  that  sometime, 
somewhere  that  seed  will  bear  fruit- 
even  though  at  the  moment  we  may 
not  see  it. 
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The  spiritual  needs  of  the  lepers  at 
the  Mtemwa  Leper  Camp  have  been 
under  the  able  supervisiou  of  Samuel 
Chieza. 

Circuit  Work. 

In  this  Mtoko  District  we  have  a 
very  compact  work,  largely  unbroken 
by  the  over-lapping  of  other  denomi- 
nations. The  majority  of  our  schools 
are  two  teacher  schools.  There  are 
several  reasons  for  this.  Primarily,  the 
large  enrollment  requires  the  services 
of  two  teachers.  Furthermore,  from 
the  standpoint  of  efficiency  the  two 
teacher  school  is  desirable.  But  there 
is  an  additional  reason  and  that  is 
the  fact  that  many  of  our  teachers 
now  graduating  from  our  central 
institutions  are  so  young  that  they 
are  quite  incapable  of  shouldering 
the  pastoral  as  well  as  the  educa- 
tional responsibility.  Our  most  urgent 
need,  as  it  was  last  year,  is  for  more 
well  trained,  efficient,  consecrated 
teachers  with  a  spirit  of  sacrifice  in 
their  hearts.  Without  these,  the 
work  on  the  circuits  will  but  mark 
time  and  will  fail  to  make  progress. 
We  have  si.x  schools  to  be  re-opened, 
waiting  for  teachers.  Some  of  the 
ministers,  and  may  their  tribe, 
increase,  have  been  very  kind  to  us, 
both  last  year  and  this  year,  in  send- 
ing us  some  very  good  teacher 
material.  This  kindness  was  and 
continues  to  be  appreciated  for  it  was 
not  dud  material  that  was  sent  us. 

The  income  derived  from  school 
fees  is  just  twice  what  it  was  last 
year,  while  the  income  for  ministerial 
support  is  greater  by  one  fifth.  One 
deplores  the  necessity  for  the  occa- 
sional pressure  that  one  has  to  bring 
to  bear  to  secure  part  of  this  income. 
But,  the  fact  remains  that  never 
before  have  the  Natives  in  the  Reser- 
ves been  so  prosperous-though,  of 
course,  they  will  not  admit  this. 
Larger  prices  for  cattle  and  greatly 
increased  prices  for  both  nuts  and 
beans  are  resulting  in  an  affluence 
seldom,  if  ever  before,  experienced. 

At  the  new  Mission  site  beside  the 
Mudzi  River-we  are  operating  a  small 
school.  Lack  of  teachers  is  prevent- 
ing us  from  doing  more.  Some  way 
of  bridgeing  the  Mudzi  River  will 
have  to  b(>  found  if  we  are  to  serve 
the    people    from    both   sides    of    the 


river.  A  certain  measure  needs  to  be 
done  as  soon  as  possible.  Two  at- 
tempts to  secure  a  permit  for  three 
rolls  of  galvanized,  barbed  wire  were 
un-successful.  There  was  none  in 
in  the  Colony.  It  is  true  that  black 
pained,  barbed  wire  is  procurable, 
but  from  the  standpoint  of  economy 
it  is  considered  unwise  to  use  this. 

The  work  of  the  African  Mission- 
ary Society  in  the  Chikwizo  Reserve 
continues  to  grow.  Ebson  Zimonte 
will  render  his  own  report  of  the 
good  work  being  done  in  this  distant 
part  of  our  work. 

Much  has  been  accomplished,  but 
there  still  remains  much  to  be  done. 
We  face  the  future  with  joy  and 
confidence.  He  leads  and  His  leading 
is  forward  and  upward.  We  pledge 
ourselves  anew  to  follow  where  He 
leads. 


REPORT    OF    MUTAMBARA    DISTRICT 
G.  A.  Roberts,  Superintendent. 

The  Annual  Conference  is  a  mile- 
stone in  the  progress  of  our  work. 
While  the  intentions  would  be  nicer 
to  report  than  the  actual  accomplish- 
ments, we  feel  that  real  work  has 
been  done.  The  past  year  has  been  a 
busy  one. 

The  church  in  the  District  has  had 
many  changes  due  to  the  changes  in 
the  location  of  the  people,  and  the 
areas  being  developed  into  irrigation 
projects.  Nearly  every  group  of 
people  are  a  different  grouping  from 
what  they  were  before.  This  is  not 
all  to  the  bad,  but  it  does  necessitate 
a  great  deal  of  real  rearranging 
and  management  of  church  and  school 
groups.  The  plots  and  irrigation 
projects  not  only  mean  more  wealth 
to  the  people,  but  also  a  new 
authority  and  new  interests  of  the 
people.  These  groups  find  themselves 
exceedingly  busy  throughout  the 
year.  The  old  groups  who  formerly 
worked  together,  are  in  mnny  inst- 
ances separated,  and  the  total  gen- 
erally means  different  ideals.  Their 
responsibilities  to  the  Government 
and  irrigation  managers  is  such  that 
the  building  of  a  church  or  school  is  a 
new  and  different  proposition. 
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Mrs.  Roberts,  assisted  by  Rev. 
Rugayo,  has  had  the  heavy  task  of 
promoting  the  village  schools.  These 
several  visits  per  year  to  each  sta- 
tion mean  that  the  has  a  very  inter- 
esting touch  with  the  village  life, 
espacially  when  she  still  rides  a 
donkey  or  walks  to  two  of  the 
stations.  There  are  several  new 
stations —  nicer  schools  than  of  old, 
for  they  are  all  built  of  brick,  some 
burnt  and  some  Kimberley.  They  are 
of  better  size  than  the  old  school 
buildings.  The  grass  roofs  are  still 
grass  roofs,and  we  know  that  it  means 
the  necessity  of  reconstruction.  In- 
deed a  great  deal  of  repair  work 
must  be  done  every  year.  However 
the  seven  stations  of  Chitora,  Dunhu, 
Bvumbura,  Shinga,  Chiramba,  and 
Chakohwa  each  have  a  new  school  or 
church  built  by  the  Mission.  At 
Nyanyadzi  a  three-room  school  was 
built  by  the  Government  Agency. 
The  rooms  are  too  small,  but  the  build- 
ing is  useable  and  it  does  provide  a 
place  to  have  school.  At  this  station 
there  is  a  minister's  house,  a  kitchen, 
and  a  church  all  waiting  for  the 
roofs.  The  teacher's  house  and 
kitchen  are  also  ready  for  roofs. 
Everywhere  the  schools  are  overflow- 
ing with  pupils  and  the  churches  are 
doing  a  great  deal  of  work.  Some  of 
these  stations  have  four-teacher 
schools.  I  wish  to  express  the  thanks 
of  the  Mission  for  the  work  being 
done  by  these  Christian  leaders,  who 
help  in  the  Sunday-school  and  Sunday 
services  as  well. 

As  usual  we  can  report  the  faithful 
service  of  Rev.  Rugayo,  and  now 
present  his  words:  — 

"The  great  question  arising  is  how 
the  Africans  could  be  more  fully  ev- 
angelized, and  how  we  should  bring 
the  Word  of  God  into  their  homes. 
The  District  work  was  opened  by  the 
small  campmeetings  held  in  different 
stations.  The  result  was  very  good. 
Many  people  were  reached  and  many 
church  members  were  revived.  Dur- 
ing the  Easter  time,  Wabvuwi  were 
appointed  to  different  places  to  pre- 
ach in  the  circuit.  They  reported  the 
good  work  that  was  done  and  that 
many  souls  were  saved.  The  need  of 
strong  pastor-teachers  is  also  great, 
for  after  all  these  meetings  there 
should  be   someone  to   continue  the 


work  of  careing  for  the  flock." 

At  Mutambara  Mission,  the  school 
consists  of  Standards  5,  4,  3,  and  2. 
They  are  given  all  branches  of  in- 
struction from  the  literary  work,  to 
sewing,  laundry,  housewifery,  in- 
valid cookery,  meat-cureing,  agricul- 
ture, forestry,  animal  husbandry  and 
carpentry.  The  school  work  gives 
the  staff  very  full  time  occupation. 

Miss  Deyo  writes  as  follows:  —  " 
This  year  our  Sub-children  and  stand- 
ard one  are  attending  school  at  the 
Reserve  thus  giving  more  place  for 
the  children  in  the  upper  standards. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  en- 
rolment was  397.  The  largest  group 
is  standard  Four  with  142  boys  and 
girls. 

"In  the  Academic  Department  the 
boys  and  girls  have  been  very  inter- 
ested in  the  building  up  of  a  museum, 
showing  a  few  exhibits  from  other 
countries  but  especially  African  hand- 
icraft in  Rhodesia.  Specimens,  often 
in  miniature,  are  frequently  brought 
as  contributions  to  our  collection. 
Ancient  stones,  geological  specimens, 
and  objects  for  nature  study  also  are 
on  display.  A  miniature  Zimbabwe 
Ruins  as  a  clay  model,  made  by  Tudor 
Roberts,  and  a  dozen  framed  pictures 
taken  from  the  Pictorial  Education, 
are  pleasing  additions  to  our  Acad- 
emic Department. 

"In  connection  with  our  history 
work,  dealing  with  tribal  history,  a 
family  tree  of  Mutambara  Tribe  has 
been  prepared.  It  dates  from  Chief 
Bapiro  Mutambara  to  the  time  of  the 
abolishing  of  tribal  wars.  It  shows 
the  great  Chief  who  was  beloved  by 
so  many  and  who  was  a  real  friend  to 
the  missionaries  in  this  section,  with 
his  twelve  wives  and  forty-three 
children,  as  well  as  many  griind  chil- 
dren and  great -grand  children,  even 
down  to  the  tiniest  tot  only  a  few 
weeks  old. 

"In  the  January  holiday  a  teachers' 
course  of  one  week  was  held  with 
about  thirty  teachers  in  attendance. 
Besides  the  discussions  on  organiza- 
tion of  schools,  the  following  subjects 
were  developed: — Arithniatic,  Read- 
ing, Drawing,  Printing,  Writing,  f'lay 
Modelling,  and  Village  Industrial 
work.  In  much  of  this  the  tcacliers 
took  the  place  of  pupils  and  did  the 
specimen  work  themselves." 
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For  the  Girls'  Boarding  Depart- 
ment and  Industrial  work  Miss  Tubbs 
writes:— "The  Girls'  Boarding  Depart- 
ment has  the  same  number  as  usual 
with  a  hundred  girls  mostly  in  Stand- 
ard 4  and  5.  A  pleasing  addition  to 
our  industial  work  is  the  spinning 
and  weaving  of  cotton  grown  in  our 
own  fields.  Mrs.  Borle  from  Inha- 
mbane  visited  us  and  started  this 
work,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful. 
Sixty  standard  four  girls  have  their 
own  tiny  spindles  and  will  soon  be 
knitting  caps  with  the  two-ply  thread 
which  they  are  spinning.  A  spinning 
wheel  and  loom  were  made  at  the 
Mission  shop  Demonstrations  of  spin- 
ning and  weaving  were  given  on  the 
Reserve  and  the  first  scarf  woven 
here  is  now  on  exhibit  in  the  school 
museum. 

"Besides  the  regular  vegetable 
gardening  done  by  the  school  girls, 
we  have  planted  several  acres  of 
onions,  the  latter  to  be  used  for  war 
production.  During  regular  work 
time,  the  girls  have  assisted  in 
making  60,000  bricks  to  be  used  as 
opportunity  arises  in  building  cons- 
truction and  repair  work.  We  find 
our  gum  plantations,  set  out  as  class 
work,  most  useful,  A  large  section 
of  this  forest  was  cut  and  has  been 
used  in  cooperation  with  the  General 
Board  in  the  making  of  tables,  doors, 
desks,  benches,  window  frames,  and 
other  building  construction. 

"Our  class  work  in  meat  cureing 
has  helped  the  food  problem  as  it  sup- 
plies the  Tiieat  for  the  girls'  boarding 
department.  We  hope  that  the 
knowledge  the  girls  have  gained  in 
meat-cureing  will  help  them  in  their 
homes  later  in  life." 

In  connection  with  our  home  grown 
forests,  I  should  like  to  add  that  six 
buildings  have  been  roofed  with  home 
grown  timber,  60  door  frames  have 
been  made  as  well  as  13  tables  and 
20  chairs,  several  cupboards,  and  var- 
ious other  equipment  such  as  our 
school  shop  could  construct.  Besides 
this  there  has  been  made  in  the  shop 
during  the  last  year,  desks  for  four 
class  rooms  in  the  industrial  depart- 
ment. These  were  copied  from  a 
regular  school  desk  from  America,,, 
but  as  we  did  not  have,  and  could  not 
get  iron,  we  used  the  home  grown 
timber.     I  marvel  at  what  has   been 


accomplished  and  if  I  were  to  state 
the  amount  of  timber  home-grown 
used  during  the  past  year  I  fear  it 
would  sound  boasting.  I  am  sure 
that  if  it  had  been  purchased  at  com- 
mon trade  prices  during  war  time  it 
would  have  cost  fifteen  hundred 
pounds. 

The  agriculture  at  Mutambara  is 
carrying  on  with  an  eye  to  education. 
My  assistant,  Ernest  Sisimai,  spends 
his  entire  day  teaching  agriculture 
with  various  groups  of  the  boys.  He 
is  one  of  our  own  trained  men  and 
also  has  certificates  from  the  Govern- 
ment Agriculture  and  Industrial 
School  at  Domboshawa.  While  we 
are  often  impatient  that  people  are 
not  accomplishing  what  they  should 
in  agriculture,  we  bel'eve  that  prog- 
ress has  been  made  from  what  it  was 
when  I  started  this  kind  of  teaching 
in  Rhodesia  in  1909.  About  every 
branch  is  taught  that  seems  can  be 
useful  to  the  native  people  in  the 
present  stage  of  village  and  home 
development. 

To  say  it  is  a  full  time  task  for  the 
two  of  us  would  be  to  put  it  mildly. 
Without  the  production  of  the  farm 
we  would  have  a  hard  time  to  feed 
the  people  of  the  school  and  besides 
this  the  manual  labor  is  one  of  the 
iteme  that  holds  our  people  to  useful- 
ness. As  the  Food  Production  Com- 
mittee of  the  Colony  has  asked  every- 
one to  produce  for  the  feeding  of  the 
armies,  especially  onions,  we  have 
undertaken  to  do  our  part,  largely  to 
the  credit  of  Foruma  Mataure,  our 
assistant  for  many  years.  We  now 
have  eight  acres  of  onions  under  cul- 
tivation. Some  are  ready  for  the 
market  and  others  should  all  be  put 
in  the  dehydrator  by  the  first  of 
January. 

I  wish  to  compliment  and  acknowl- 
edge gratitude  for  the  very  able  help 
and  assistance  rendered  by  the  teach- 
ing staff  and  workers  at  Mutambara. 
Above  all,  we  thank  God  for  continu- 
edhealth  and  strength  whichhasraade 
it  possible  to  accomplish  that  which 
has  been  done  toward  the  advance- 
ment of  His  Kingdom. 
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REPORT  OF  MTASA-MAKONI 

DISTRICT 
Per   Massing,  Superintendent 

Bishop  Springeratid  Fellow-Workers  :- 

"Except  the  Lord  build  the  house, 
they  labour  in  vain  that  build  it: 
except  the  Lord  keep  the  city  the 
watchman  waketh  but  in  vain." 

In  these  times  when  so  much  stress 
is  laid  upon  action,  activity  easily 
becomes  the  predominant  feature  of 
the  Christian  life,  and  we  are  apt  to 
forget  that  all  our  work  and  all  our 
activity  can  accomplish  nothing  for 
the  Kingdom  of  God,  unless  Ho  Him- 
self is  in  it  and  builds  the  house  and 
keeps  the  city.  Only  as  we  seek  to 
make  our  plans  and  our  activities 
conform  to  His  eternal  will,  can  we 
hope  to  have  success.  As  we  have 
tried  to  perform  our  duties  in  the  past 
Conference  year,  we  have  become 
confirmed  in  our  faith  that  the  work 
that  has  been  started,  will  never  fail, 
because  the  Lord  is  behind  it,  and  He 
will  guide  it  on  until  the  people  have 
accepted  His  kingly  rule. 
The  Churches  :- 

During  this  Conference  year  my 
work  among  the  African  population 
has  shown  me  the  power  of  the  Gos- 
pel of  Christ.  My  six  brethren  in  the 
ministry  have  been  travelling  and 
working  faithfully  among  the  people. 
The  longer  I  work  with  them,  the 
greater  becomes  my  respect  for  thoni, 
and  I  want  to  thank  them  all  for  their 
tireless  effort  and  most  valuable  help 
as  we  have  been  working  and  travel- 
ling together. 

At  some  places  we  have  seen  some- 
thing of  a  revival  among  the  people, 
and  the  very  stronghold  of  heathenism 
has  had  to  yield  to  the  power  of  the 
Gospel.  Tlie  witch-doctors  have  had 
to  bow  down  before  Him  who  is  the 
Deliverer  from  the  power  of  Dark- 
ness. Many  of  them  have  become 
His  loyal  followers.  The  message  of 
Jesus  Christ  shows  its  power  where- 
ver it  is  spoken  in  the  Holy  Si)irit, 
and  where  man  does  not  interfere 
with  it.  Things  that  are  strange  to 
our  western  trained  eyes  are  surely 
happening  in  many  of  our  meetings. 
But  very  many  strange  things  indeed 
were  happening  in  the  early  Church 
as  it  is  pictured  in  our   New   Testa- 


ment. It  always  follows  when  the 
Gospel  enters  a  new  culture  and  new 
environment. 

It  is  true  that  this  growing  African 
Church  needs  teaching  and  help,  but 
I  believe  it  must  be  sympathetic 
guidance  rather  than  strong  control. 
When  I  have  seen  our  African  minis- 
ters dealing  with  cases  of  discipline 
in  the  Quarterly  Conferences,  I  have 
found  them  to  be  harder  on  a  poor 
sinner  than  many  missionaries  would 
have  been.  They  are  wide  awake  to 
the  danger  of  slackening  standards. 
When  the  so  called  "Prophets"  of  the 
separatist  movements  have  been  dis- 
cussed, the  people  have  condemned 
them  on  account  of  their  immoral 
life.  They  see  that  we  cannot  separ- 
ate religious  ideas  from  moral  living. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  continues 
to  be  attended  by  large  numbers  of 
people  and  shows  the  great  value  of 
this  organization  of  our  Church. 
Many  try  to  minimize  the  importance 
of  it.  But  I,  for  one,  believe  that  it 
cannot  be  taken  away  without  an 
immense  loss  to  the  Church.  This 
year  we  have  received  235  into  full 
membership. 

After  our  last  Conference  we  had 
three  ten  days  camp  meetings  in  the 
district.  They  were  well  attended, 
and  will  have  lasting  effects  on  the 
people.  For  three  years  we  have  been 
trying  to  get  a  site  set  aside  in  Chidu- 
ku  Reserve,  and  just  now  it  looks  like 
the  Government  is  favourably  con- 
sidering it. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Rukwa- 
dzano  rhweWadzimayi  was  held  in 
Nyakatsapa  Circuit  last  inonth.  Four 
missionaries  were  there,  and  we  all 
felt  that  the  meeting  was  much  bet- 
ter than  expected.  Wc  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  to  831  people 
Sunday  morning,  l)ut  we  especially 
remember  the  Sunday  afternoon  meet- 
ing as  permeated  by  a  genuine  Chris- 
tian devotion. 

We  frankly  realize  that  the  work 
on  the  District  is  not  perfect,  and 
that  there  is  still  room  for  much 
improvement,  l)ut  wo  also  l)elieve  that 
it  has  promise  for  a  greater  growth 
both  internally  and  externally  in  the 
future. 

The  Schools:— 

The  educational  work  continues  to 
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grow  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 
We  now  have  30  primary  schools  and 
one  evening  school.  We  increased 
our  teaching  staff  with  12  in  Jan- 
uary so  we  now  have  67  teachers  on 
the  staff.  Several  std.  2  and  3  classes 
have  been  added,  and  the  one  teacher 
school  is  fast  disappearing  from  the 
District. 

One  of  our  strongest  stations  had 
to  be  closed  this  year,  because  of  the 
Government  policy  of  moving  the 
people  off  unoccupied  European  farms. 
We  regret  very  much  the  loss  of 
Nhuuhama,  and  we  sympathize  with 
them  in  their  present  difficulties. 
They  have  been  living  for  years  on 
the  high  veld,  and  have  now  been 
advised  to  go  down  into  the  hot 
Hunde  Valley,  a  fact  that  they  deeply 
regret. 

Four  stations  have  completed  new 
buildings  of  different  types  and  for 
different  purposes.  Most  of  them  are 
made  of  burned  bricks.  Eight  other 
stations  have  buildings  such  as  chur- 
ches, schools  and  teachers'  houses 
under  construction.  But  as  the  situa- 
tion in  some  places  is  rather  unsettled 
on  account  of  the  centralization  of  the 
reserves,  the  building  program  is  at  a 
standstill.  Some  new  equipment  has 
been  added  at  different  places,  and 
we  are  still  working  to  improve  the 
standards  in  that  respect. 

A  New  Experience:  — 

During  the  past  year  I  supplied 
in  St.  Andrew's  Church  in  Umtali, 
while  Rev.  E.  L.  Sells  was  on  holiday 
in  the  Union  of  South  Africa.  It 
proved  to  be  a  rather  exacting  ex- 
perience, because  the  African  circuits 
had  also  to  be  given  their  usual  su- 
pervision but  it  was  also  very  inter- 
esting and  valuable.  It  showed  me 
the  great  response  of  the  European 
population,  and  the  duty  we,  as  a 
Church  of  Christ,  have  towards  all 
sections  of  the  Community.  I  hope 
that  the  time  is  not  far  away  when 
this  part  of  the  our  work  can  be  tied 
up  closer  to  our  whole  Church  organ- 
isation in  this  colony.  This  for 
two  reasons  :  it  will  be  revealing  to 
some  of  our  African  people  to  see 
that  there  are  many  European  people 
right  in  our  neigbourhood,  whose 
greatest  desire  is  to  shape  their 
lives  according  to  the  will  of  God.    It 


will  also  be  very  good  for  the  Europ- 
ean members  of  our  Church  to  see  the 
great  devotion  to  the  cause  of  Christ 
of  which  so  many  of  our  African 
brethren  are  capable.  If  we  want  to 
help  in  creating  a  greater  interacial 
understanding  in  this  country,  this  is 
our  nearest  field. 

Conclusions:— 

As  we  now  cannot  expand  any 
more  without  more  missionary  super- 
vision, we  are  working  on  consolidat- 
ing and  building  up  of  work  we  have 
already  established.  We  know  that 
the  problems  ahead  of  us  will  increase 
aswe  advance,  but  we  are  not  afraid. 
Wo  can  meet  the  future  with  confid- 
ence, in  the  faith  that  "He  which 
hath  begun  a  good  work  will  perform 
it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ." 


REPORT  OF  NYADIRI    DISTRICT 
T.  A.  O'Farrell,         Superintendent. 

We  are  happy  to  bring  this  combin- 
ed report  for  Nyadiri  District,  al- 
though we  are  fully  conscious  of 
many  uncompleted  tasks. 

We  have  felt  the  need  of  better 
church  organization,  in  the  light  of 
Annual  and  Central  Conference  leg- 
islation, and  have  given  as  much 
time  to  it  as  has  been  available. 
Most  of  our  members  do  not  under- 
stand all  the  aims  or  the  work  of  the 
church.  We  are  seeking  to  bring 
about  fully  developed  churches  in  a 
fully  developed  District.  To  accom- 
plish this  will  require  more  of  some- 
body's time  than  is  now  available. 

Last  September  three  Camp  Meet- 
ings were  held  in  different  circuits. 
They  were  well  attended,  and  I  believe 
much  good  was  accomplished.  This 
type  of  meeting  appeals  to  our  people 
and  has  long  since  justified  itself. 

Early  in  July  this  year  we  held 
such  a  meeting  in  the  Pfungwe.  The 
attendance  was  not  large  as  we  do  not 
have  many  stations  there.  Every 
station  was  well  represented,  and 
many  people  were  helped.  Something 
new  to  us  was  the  fact  that  the  two 
paramount  chiefs,  Zungudza  from 
Maramba  and  Chitsungu  of  the  Pfu- 
ngwe were  present.  Chitsungu  is  a 
new    chief,    rather    young,    and    has 
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many  fine  plans  for  the  development 
of  his  country.  Both  men  are  co-oper- 
ating well  with  the  Mission.  They 
are  fighting  the  drink  evil  and  that 
of  demoralizing  dances.  Both  went 
with  me  to  visit  schools,  and  told  the 
people  that  they  intended  to  have  the 
parents  help  build  churches  and 
schools,  and  also  expected  all  children 
to  attend  school.  Neither  of  them  is 
a  Christian,  but  Chitsungu  is  not  far 
off. 

During  the  latter  part  of  August 
the  Rukwadzano  held  their  meeting 
for  the  Northern  Section  of  the  work 
at  Nyadiri,  near  the  River.  Fully 
2,000  were  present  on  Sunday,  despite 
the  fact  that  lorries  were  not  avail- 
able. Personally  I  was  greatly  insp- 
ired by  their  messages.  Members 
were  received  for  Nyadiri  District, 
and  the  high  standard  for  member- 
ship was  stressed.  I  think  it  was  a 
great  group  of  Christian  women,  and 
am  sure  that  many  who  are  not  very 
strong,  went  home  with  a  new  con- 
ception of  the  Christian  life.  Here 
again.  Chief  Nyagina  attended,  and 
expressed  his  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  Rukwadzano.  Nyagina 
has  for  about  a  year  been  making 
progress.  He  stopped  drinking,  and 
goes  about  encouraging  his  people  to 
bring  in  many  reforms.  He  is  justly 
proud  of  the  fine  Agricultural  Shows 
which  are  held  annually  at  Manyika 
near  his  home,  and  also  of  the 
churches  and  schools.  He  is  definitely 
working  with  us,  although  he  is  not  a 
Christian. 

I  am  impressed  that  the  Church 
offering  that  the  people  like  best,  is 
that  for  the  African  Missionary 
Society.  Everyone  seems  to  give 
something,  and  smiles  wreathe  the 
faces  of  ail  as  they  give. 

Manyika,  with  its  Boarding  School 
and  its  Camp  Site,  is  becoming  quite 
an  important  center.  The  chief  lives 
near  by,  two  demonstrators  are  set- 
tling there,  and  the  Annual  Agricul- 
tural Show  has  been  held  there  for 
several  years.  Now  the  Government 
is  erecting  a  Hall  beside  the  Mission, 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  shows 
and  other  gatherings,  and  I  under- 
stand it  is  planned  to  make  it  one  of 
the  new  Reserve  Village  Centers. 
Their  school  is  growing,  and  now  has 
five  teachers.  They  have  bricks  burn- 


ed for  a  new  school  and  plan  to  have 
five  rooms.  But  when  the  Inspector 
visited  them  he  suggested  that  they 
plan  for  ten  rooms,  as  he  expects  the 
place  to  grow  considerably.  I  do  not 
feel  sure  that  this  optimism  is  fully 
justified  however. 

Chitimbe  also  is  developing  very 
fast,  and  last  year  erected  a  three 
room  school  building.  In  fact  many 
schools  show  a  large  enrollment.  Only 
two  new  schools  were  opened  this 
year,  but  we  have  increased  the  staffs 
at  seven  more. 

The  three  ministers  on  trial  are 
taking  on  more  and  more  work,  thus 
relieving  Rev.  Muparutsa  and  Rev. 
Chitombo  for  their  heavy  duties  at 
their  centers. 

Dr.  Anderson  reports  as  follows  for 
the  Medical  Work:  "The  year  has 
been  a  busy  one  as  usual,  and  it  has 
gone  on  with  little  interruption.  The 
health  of  the  staff  has  been  good  and 
sickness  has  interfered  very  little 
with  our  duties,  for  which  we  thank 
God. 

The  clinic  at  Nyadiri  has  been  fairly 
large  and  has  grown  some.  There 
has  been  some  disappointing  results 
and  some  failurers,  but  on  the  other 
hand  some  cures  that  seemed  mirac- 
ulous. The  work  at  Government 
clinics  has  been  interesting  and  has 
not  interfered  too  much  with  local 
needs. 

The  most  interesting,  and  possibly 
the  most  productive  of  all  our  efforts, 
has  been  the  training  of  nurses.  We 
have  thirteen  girls  in  three  classes,  to 
whom  we  are  giving  academic  and 
practical  training.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  getting  girls  of  fine 
character  and  personality,  and  they 
have  done  well  in  their  studies. 
This  year  one  group  of  five  completes 
the  three  years  of  training  and  should 
be  ready  to  take  the  Government 
examinations.  We  hope,  of  course, 
that  they  will  succeed  in  these,  but 
the  training  will  prove  to  be  very 
useful  and  helpful  even  though  some 
one   might  fail  to  pass  the  tests. 

The  nurses'  Home  was  completed 
early  in  the  year  and  dedicated  one 
Sunday  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and 
interested  congregation.  The  build- 
ings are  attractive  in  appearance, 
clean  and  sanitary  ;ind  well  screened. 
We  believe  that  the  nurses  will  profit 
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from  this  in  good  health  and  hap- 
piness. One  of  these  buildings  has 
been  named  a  memorial  to  Naomi 
Anderson,  the  fund  for  its  erection 
having  been  sent  by  her  friends  for 
that  purpose  rather  than  placing  the 
flowers  on  her  casket.  This  is  ap- 
preciated here,  and  seems  a  fitting 
memorial  to  one  who  walked  in  His 
steps  and  gave  her  life  for  Him  in  the 
nursing  profession. 

Many  friends  and  several  church 
groups  have  sent  designated  gifts  to 
help  us  with  current  needs  and  per- 
manent improvementg.  For  all  this 
help  and  interest  in  the  work  we  are 
most  grateful. 

As  for  needs,  the  most  pressing  one 
is  water  in  adequate  amount.  It  seems 
that  a  bore  hole  is  the  best  solution 
of  this  problem,  and  a  suitable  place 
has  been  located  for  us  by  a  Govern- 
ment expert.  We  also  need  more 
electrical  power  for  sterilizing  and 
lighting,  the  present  plant  being  quite 
limited  in  capacity.  A  hot  plate 
would  be  a  great  help,  as  our  kerosene 
stoves  are  worn  out  and  give  us  end- 
less trouble.  Some  day  we  should 
have  surgical  and  medical  diath- 
ermy machines  as  well  as  a  small 
X-ray  unit.  Now  we  treat  fractures 
in  the  dark,  as  it  were.  In  buildings 
we  need  an  isolation  building,  also  a 
laboratory  and  some  new  huts,  a 
kitchen  for  the  nurses  and  for  the 
patients  who  cannot  provide  their 
own  food.  A  proper  bath  house  for 
the  nurses  must  be  provided,  also 
water  that  is  free  from  bilharzia 
hazards. 

In  personel  we  are  in  great  need  of 
anothermissionarynurse  to  takesome 
of  the  load  of  training  and  manage- 
ment. Some  day  we  hope  to  see  an 
African  Doctor  on  the  staff,  event- 
ually several  of  them.  That  must 
come,  in  fact  there  is  great  need  right 
now  of  such  help,  not  only  here,  but 
all  over  the  Colony. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  the  fine 
work  done  by  the  staff,  especially 
that  of  Miss  Whitney.  The  genuine 
interest  of  missionary  co-workers  also 
in  this  project  has  helped  us  very 
much,  and  we  are  grateful  for  that  as 
well  as  for  fine  Christian  fellowship. 

Lastly  we  praise  God  from  whom 
all  blessings  flow  and  acknowledge 
with  gratitude  His   grace  so  freely 


supplied  for  every  hour  of  need." 

From  Miss  Scovill  we  have  the 
following  concerning  the  Girls  School. 
"This  year  again  the  Nyadiri  Girls 
School  is  fortunate  in  having  Mrs. 
Gurupira  as  matron.  She  is  a  favor- 
ite among  the  teachers  and  the  108 
girls  who  "appreciate  the  protection 
and  "mothering"  she  gives  as  well  as 
the  good  sadza  which  her  careful 
supervision  of  the  cooking  provides. 
Their  solicitude  for  her  is  illustrated 
by  the  remark  of  one  of  the  Std.  5 
girls  when  she  heard  that  we  are 
making  bricks  during  the  June 
holidays.  'What  are  the  bricks  for? 
O!  I  do  wish  our  mother  could  have 
a  better  house' 

The  desitiny  of  those  bricks  is  as 
yet  undecided,  but  the  girls  and  three 
of  our  men  have  moulded  50,000  bricks 
already  and  will  soon  be  ready  to 
burn  them.  Then  they  will  be  ready 
to  use  in  remodelling  the  dormitories 
or  building  additional  school  rooms  or 
some  other  project  as  conditions  per- 
mit. 

While  each  dormitory  continues  to  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher 
who  lives  there,  the  general  super- 
vision of  all  the  girls  in  Boarding  is 
done  by  the  teachers,  each  taking  her 
turn  a  month  at  a  time.  This  is  an 
innovation  which  has  proven  benefic- 
ial. 

We  have  long  been  pleased  with  the 
faithful  and  efficient  supervision  Mr. 
John  Masosonore  has  given  to  the 
gardens,  fields,  lights,  mill,  and  the 
numerous  other  details  of  the  work 
of  Nyadiri  Girls  School.  Then  for  the 
last  three  years  we  have  also  been 
very  pleased  and  proud  to  take  our 
guests  over  to  the  Reserve  to  see 
Mountain  Home,  his  lovely  new 
house  impressively  set  high  upon  a 
beautifully  landscaped  kopje.  The  In- 
spector this  past  week  exclaimed, 
'I've  never  seen  any  African  home 
anywhere  as  fine  as  this'!  The  Gov- 
ernment also  recognised  his  achiev- 
ements last  June  by  giving  him  the 
Master  Farmer's  Certificate.  But  all 
his  interest  in  his  own  farm  has  not 
lessened  his  interest  in  his  work  at 
the  Mission,  rather  he  has  brought  to 
it  all  the  new  knowledge  gained  from 
personal  experience  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Demonstrator.  Last  year 
he   chose    the    large   field    near   the 
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Girl's  dormitories  to  use  as  special 
demonstration  plots  for  the  girls  to 
teach  them  these  methods.  The 
orchard,  gardens,  and  fields  have  done 
well  in  providing  fruit,  vegetables  and 
mealies. 

Another  real  cause  for  joy  this  year 
was  the  spiritual  awakening  which 
swept  the  school  in  March.  A  few 
girls  were  strong  Christians,  others 
had  known  the  Way  but  had  grown 
cold,  while  the  greatest  number  had 
never  repented.  But  by  Easter  all 
had  found  Christ  as  their  personal 
Saviour  and  begun  to  walk  in  His 
path.  We  were  thrilled  in  those  days 
to  listen  to  their  testimonies  of  the 
new  life  they  had  received.  And  now 
in  September  we  can  say  that  the 
genuineness  of  that  new  life  has  been 
attested  by  the  new  spirit  felt  in  the 
dormitories.  Never  can  we  remem- 
ber a  year  with  so  harmonious  a  spirit 
and  so  few  problems  of  disciplinet 
We  are  indeed  thankful  when  the 
testimonies  of  life  and  lips  agree." 

Miss  Parks  writes  of  the  school: 
"There  have  been  few  changes  this 
year  in  the  outward  organization  of 
the  school  or  in  the  enrollment.  The 
greatest  change  is  a  spiritual  one 
resulting  fro7n  the  great  revival  that 
swept  through  the  school  in  March. 

Because  of  the  low  ebb  of  spiritual 
life  at  the  end  of  last  year,  all  the 
missionaries  and  many  Africans  had 
been  earnestly  praying  for  a  spiritual 
awakening.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  the  importance  and  priv- 
ilege of  accepting  Christ  was  stressed 
constantly  in  sermons,  chapel  talks 
and  Sunday  School  lessons.  Then  one 
morning  in  chapel  came  a  sense  that 
some  in  school  were  hungry  to  receive 
Christ.  We  had  urged  them  to  re- 
pent but  had  given  them  little  op- 
portunity to  do  so. 

In  an  effort  to  find  those  'few' 
who  were  wanting  to  repent,  we  ask- 
ed each  student  in  Stds.  4  and  5  to 
answer  these  questions:  (1  Have 
you  ever  repented,  been  forgiven  and 
accepted  Christ.  2.  If  so,  are  you  still 
a  real  Christian  in  your  heart?  3.) 
If  you  have  never  repented,  would 
you  like  help  to  do  so?  Although 
they  had  been  told  that  we  were  only 
trying  to  find  those  who  had  a  deep 
hunger,  and  altho  they  had  had  no 
opportunity     to     consult     with    one 


another,  46  of  the  110  pupils  in  4  and 
5  said  they  had  never  repented  but 
wanted  to  do  so.  Others  said  that 
though  they  had  repented  before, 
they  were  not  now  real  Christians. 
In  the  words  of  one  girl,  "but  now  I 
am  not  quite  straight  in  the  way  not 
even  a  bit:     I  wish  to  be  helped." 

What  sincere  hunger  and  eager 
expectancy  we  saw  in  those  days  as 
they  waited  their  turns  to  go  to  the 
person  (missionary  minister  or  teach- 
er) whom  they  had  requested  to  help 
them.  All  day  and  long  evenings 
we  talked  and  prayed  with  those 
who  were  giving  themselves  f.o  Christ. 
Some  found  Him  quickly  while 
others  remained  earnestly  praying 
for  several  hours.  But  O!  the  Joy 
as  they  knew  with  certainty  that 
Christ  was  theirs 

After  four  days  we  had  another 
assembly  and  those  who  had  found 
Christ  the  past  week  were  asked  to 
stand  and  sing,  'Ndino  muziwa,  Jesu 
ndi  Wangu'.  Then  others  who  were 
still  wanting  to  accept  were  asked  to 
stand.  To  our  amazement,  practi- 
cally the  entire  St.  2  rose,  except  the 
few  who  had  said  they  were  already 
Christians.  With  more  than  a  hun- 
dred wanting  to  seek,  we  forgot  clas- 
ses for  the  day  and  divided  into 
groups  to  pray.  Many  were  satisfied 
that  very  morning.  Others  returned 
in  small  groups  and  individually  on 
other  days.  There  were  no  'revival 
meetings'  no  altar  calls,  or  urging- 
except  that  they  should  not  seek  un- 
less utterly  sincere. 

Yet  they  sought  as  eagerly  and 
hungrily  when  called  from  an  Arith- 
metic class  or  a  game  as  if  they  had 
just  been  listening  to  a  strong  heart 
appeal.  This  revival  continued  to 
sweep  through  class  after  class  until 
even  the  Sub.  A's  and  Sub.  B's  were 
touched.  Except  for  a  few  of  the 
tiniest  children,  practically  all  gave 
themselves  to  Christ.  Such  glorious 
times  of  testimonies  and  prayers  we 
had  together.  And  in  the  months 
since  we  have  worked  constantly  to 
build  up  and  strengthen  the  lives  of 
these  new  Christians  that  they  shall 
bring  forth  much  fruit.  To  do  this 
needs  deep  consecration,  a  great  love, 
and  understanding  of  their  needs. 
Please  pray  for  us  in  this  great  under- 
taking". 
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The  number  of  boys  in  school  is 
about  the  same  as  last  year,  but  it  in- 
cludes probably  the  most  promising 
lot  I  have  had  in  any  school  since 
coming  to  Africa. 

We  have  arranged  to  have  a  St.  6 
class  in  1945,  thus  meeting  a  longfelt 
need.  This  of  course  will  require 
some  additional  staff. 

The  farm  has  done  better  than 
usual,  but  the  need  for  a  trained  man 
to  care  for  the  Agricultural  work 
remains. 

We  liad  not  planned  to  put  in  Power 
and  Lights  this  year.  But  when  Dr. 
Anderson  found  it  necessary  to  put  a 
larger  plant  into  the  hospital,  Mr. 
Hamrick  suggested  that  we  put  in  a 
still  larger  plant,  one  that  would  fur- 
nish power  as  well.  So  we  decided  to 
unite  on  the  scheme.  It  will  mean 
hard  work  paying  for  it  all,  but  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  know  that  such  a  need  is 
at  last  likely  soon  to  be  met.  The 
engine  is  on  the  block  and  the  build- 
ing is  going  up.  A  well  drilling 
machine  is  in  the  vicinity  and  we 
have  applied  to  have  a  bore  hole 
sunk.  The  Government  has  had  a  geo- 
physical survey  made  and  they  have 
located  what  they  consider  a  good 
site  near  the  plant.  So  we  have  hopes 
of  a  good  supply  of  clean  water  as 
well.  The  lights  are  especially  need- 
ed at  the  hospital  and  dormitories, 
and  if  water  can  be  piped  there  as 
well  it  will  be  a  great  boon.  It  will 
also  be  useful  to  have  more  power  on 
the  Mission  for  grinding.  The  engine, 
a  34  horse  deisel,  is  perhaps  larger 
than  needed  just  now,  but  should 
give  power  for  sawing' and  other 
purposes  in  the  future. 

St.  5  is  erecting  a  seven  room  cot- 
tage for  the  single  men  teachers, 
using  burned  brick.  We  are  also 
putting  up  a  dining-study  room  for 
the  boys,  of  a  size  that  should  meet 
the  needs  for  a  long  time.  The  In- 
dustrial building  erected  last  year  is 
now  partly  in  use,  the  other  part 
being  held  up  on  account  of  shortage 
of  cement.  We  have  50,000  bricks 
burned  aside  from  those  at  the  Hos- 
pital and  the  girls  school,  and  are 
making  more. 

There  are  certain  outstanding  needs, 
some  of  which-have  been  mentioned 
by  others  in  this  report.  But  they 
should  be  listed  here.    In  the  school 


we  have  not  tried  to  push  ahead  or  to 
build  up  very  large  numbers,  or  even 
take  advantage  of  all  the  opportunit- 
ies that  we  could  see. 
We  knew  that  our  staff  was  already 
depleated,  and  that  some  missionary 
furloughs  were  due.  But  normal 
development  has  brought  us  to  the 
place  w^here  added  staff  is  vitally 
needed. 

At  the  hospital  the  nurse  is  carry- 
ing far  too  much  for  one  person  and 
her  furlough  is  also  due. 

I  wish  to  record  my  deep  apprecai- 
tion  for  loyal  cooperation  by  devoted 
laymen,  faithful  teachers,  and  inspir- 
ing, patient  and  consecrated  ministers 
and  missionaries.  Each  in  his  own 
way  has  been  trying  to  help  build  the 
Kingdom.  Already  we  can  see  some 
flaws  in  our  work,  and  doubtless  the 
Great  Master  sees  many  more.  But 
we  bring  our  poor  offering  to  Him, 
confident  that  He  understands  what 
we  tried  to  do,  and  that  he  will  apply 
His  Transforming  Power,  to  the  com- 
mon, the  incomplete,  the  marred,  and 
so  find  some  use  for  our  service. 
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Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow-Workers: 
One  cannot  submit  a  report  that 
consists  of  the  enumeration  of  small 
routine  tasks.  Yet,  to  a  very  large 
degree  that  is  what  takes  up  ones 
time  in  having  charge  of  a  mission 
station.  Therefore,  the  evaluation  of 
my  work  as  a  missionary  must  be 
with  regard  to  the  degree  of  success 
in  attending  to  these  matters  as  a 
Christian  should. 

It  has  seemed  advisable  that  I  take 
some  extra  time  off  and,  hence,  I 
was  away  during  last  ISTovember,  the 
second  half  of  February,  as  well  as 
for  a  mid-term  during  April,  May 
and  June. 

I  believe  that  this  conference  year 
has  gone  along  well  and  with  im- 
provements In  various  respects.  I 
take  this  opportunity  of  recording 
my  thanks  to  all  for  the  share  each 
has  had  in  carrying  on  during  my 
absences. 
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The  fact  that  I  am  pastor  here  has 
not  been  very  apparent  because  of 
the  extent  to  which  the  Rev.  Amos 
Kapenzi  has  undertaken  the  pulpit 
duties  and  done  it  so  well.  There  are 
six  outside  preaching  places  cared 
for  by  appointing  a  local  preacher  and 
two  teacher  training  boy  assistants 
one  month  at  a  time  to  each  of  the  six 
places.  There  have  just  been  com- 
pleted some  class  meeting  courses  of 
study  which  v^e  hope  will  fill  a  long 
felt  need.  The  committee  responsible 
for  this  has  had  the  efficient  lead  of 
Miss  Reitz.  The  last  Quarterly  Con- 
ference voted  to  have  a  Board  of 
Sunday  Schools  and  that  board  will 
be  functioning  next  year  to  develop 
that   department     of  our     activities. 

There  are  150  boarding  boys,  102 
boarding  girls  and  132  day  pupils  to 
make  up  our  school  of  384  this  year. 
We  receive  many  applications  from 
all  over  the  colony  and  elsewhere 
which  we  can  but  refuse  as  we  can- 
not even  take  all  of  our  own  people, 
due  to  lack  of  school  rooms,  dormito- 
ries and  missionary  personnel. 

The  agricultural  department  has 
gone  along  very  well,  especially  due 
to  the  teacher,  Mr.  Ashford  Bepete, 
and  Mr.  Jeffries  Nyakunu  the  general 
farm  assistant.  The  instruction 
under  two  Africans  has  been  remark- 
ably well  done,  but  there  is  neverthe- 
less, need  for  a  more  highly  trained 
head  of  the  department,  namely,  a 
missionary.  The  actual  farm  activi- 
ties have  gone  along  about  as  usual, 
made  possible  by  several  good  assist- 
ants. 

Of  course  it  will  be  realized  that  I 
have  great  personal  cause  for  thank- 
fulness because  Mrs.  Taylor  has  so 
fully  recovered  from  the  two  opera- 
tions she  has  had  to  undergo. 

Rhodesia  Mission  Press 

Mrs.  H.  E.  Taylor,  manager. 

After  being  associated  with  our 
pressmen  for  two  years,  I  cannot 
commend  too  highly  their  loyalty  and 
co-operation.  It  was  typified  in  the 
prayer  of  one  of  them  one  morning, 
a  free  translation  of  which,  is  some- 
thing like  this,  'O  Lord,  we  want  to 
work  for  Thee  today.  Let  each  type 
we  pick  up  be  an  act  of  service  for 


Thee.  We  are  ministers  of  the  print- 
ed word.     Help  us  to  be  faithful." 

We  have  a  good  start  on  the  bind- 
ing of  another  three  thousand  of 
our  hymn  books.  Last  year's  three 
thousand  was  not  off  the  press  before 
they  were  all  ordered;  so  for  the  last 
half  of  the  book,  the  number  of  the 
sections  was  doubled  so  as  to  prepare 
for  an  additional  three  thousand. 

We  have  only  three  compositors 
besides  two  school  pupils  who  are 
learning,  but  we  manage  to  get  the 
routine  jobs  done,  as  well  as  the  Sun- 
day School  lessons  and  the  Umbowo 
printed.  We  are  making  a  special 
effort  to  get  religious  pamphlets 
printed  this  year. 

The   Teacher    Training  Department 

(By  R.  C.Gates.) 

At  the  end  of  1943,  seven  pupils 
who  had  completed  the  Teacher 
Training  Course  were  presented  for 
the  Government  examinations  and  all 
were  passed.  Twenty-two  in  the 
First  Year  Class  also  took  the  exami- 
nations: twenty  passed  and  two 
failed.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  nineteen  in  the  First  Year  and 
sixteen  in  the  Second  Year,  or  thirty- 
five  altogether. 

In  June  the  Mutambara  Mission 
gave  opportunity  to  part  of  the 
classes  to  engage  in  practice  teach- 
ing. Miss  Loze  accompanied  the 
pupils  and  supervised  their  teaching. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  people  at 
Mutambara,  European  and  African,  for 
their  hospitality  and  for  assistance 
in  arranging  for  the  work  of  pupils. 
During  this  same  period  one  section 
of  the  classes  did  their  practice 
teaching  in  the  Gandanzara  area 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Chieza. 
and  the  remainder  taught  under  my 
oversight  at  Old  Umtali.  Our  expe- 
rience has  been  that  the  pupils  return 
from  their  practice  teaching  greatly 
stimulated  and  very  enthusiastic  for 
the  work  of  teaching. 

During  the  year  two  interesting 
and  enjoyable  debates  were  held  with 
the  St.  Augustine's  Mission. 

Some  months  ago  the  pupils  origi- 
nated the  idea  of  going  to  Beira  to 
see  the  ocean.  The  Rhodesia  and 
Portuguese  Governments  gave  the 
necessary  permits,  and  two  weeks 
ago  the  thirty-five  pupils,  accompa- 
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nied  by  Miss  Loze,  Mr.  Chieza,  and 
myself,  left  Umtali  on  Thursday 
evening,  spent  Friday  in  Beira,  and 
returned  to  Umtali  on  Saturday 
morning.  They  were  allowed  to  go 
through  the  passenger-and-cargo  ship 
"Angola",  a  most  interesting  and  in- 
formative experience.  They  swam 
in  the  ocean  and,  in  order  to  persuade 
their  friends  at  home  that  the  sea 
really  is  salty,  brought  back  several 
bottles  of  water  that  they  might 
taste  and  see  for  themselves.  From 
the  beginning  of  the  journey  to  the 
end  the  pupils  conducted  themselves 
in  an  exemplary  manner. 

The  Government  has  requested  the 
Teacher  Training  Centers  to  intro- 
duce Arithmetic  into  the  curriculum 
next  year.  The  staff  welcomes  this 
suggestion.  The  main  purpose  is, 
not  to  teach  further  Arithmetic 
beyond  Std.  6,  but  to  review  elemen- 
tary Arithmetic,  remove  weaknesses, 
and  more  firmly  establish  the  pupils 
in  the  simple  Arithmetic  of  the  lower 
standards. 

The  practice  of  sending  the  male 
members  of  the  classes  out  to  the 
nearby  villages  to  preach  on  Sunday 
has  continued  during  this  year.  A 
class  covering  the  general  work  of 
the  Pastor-Teacher  is  held  for  the 
boys  once  a  week.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  stress  the  evangelistic  side 
of  the  work  of  these  future  teachers 
and  preachers. 

Fairfield  Girls'  School 

(By  M.  L.  Fuller.) 

At  Fairfield  Girls'  School  we  are 
glad  to  welcome  to  our  staff  Mrs. 
Priscilla  Ndoro.  She  has  been  a  real 
blessing  living  with  our  Standard  Six 
girls  and  teaching  them  as  they  take 
their  turns  in  our  Practice  Cottage. 

We  are  continuing  to  carry  on  the 
usual  industrial  courses  with  our  102 
Boarders.  Our  thirteen  Teacher 
Training  girls  enj  lyed  their  new  unit 
of  work  in  the  Sewing  Department 
when  they  made  their  blazers.  The 
Standard  Six  girls  were  very 
grateful  to  our  Government  Inspec- 
tress.  Miss  udd,  when  she  allowed 
them  to  make  girls'  shirt  blouses  in- 
stead of  men's  shirts  as  outlined  in 
the  Government  syllabus. 


The  daily  practical  training  in 
cleanliness  and  order  which  our  girls 
receive  in  the  dormitory  and  dining 
hall  life  is  appreciated  not  only  by 
themselves  but  by  the  Boarding 
Boys  when  the  monthly  tea  party 
comes  around  to  the  winning  house. 

Our  orphanage  continues  to  be  a 
training  school  for  our  girls  as  well 
as  the  home  for  sixteen  motherless 
babies.  Thirteen  of  our  older  tots 
went  home  last  year.  The  complete 
records  for  the  orphanage  are  given 
in  the  medical  report. 

Central  Primary 

(  By  Jessie  Pfaff.) 

Mr.  Fricke,  who  was  head  of  the 
Central  Primary  School,  left  us  in 
May,  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  of 
school.  We  are  very  sorry  to  lose 
Mr.  Fricke  as  he  was  a  great  help 
and  blessing.  I  have  taken  his  place 
in  the  school.  Two  other  teachers 
have  been  added  to  the  Central 
Primary  this  year,  Miss  Susanna 
Gwatidzo  and  Mr.  Ephraim  Matara. 
We  feel  that  they  are  very  good 
additions  to  our  staff.  Besides  teach- 
ing Standard  VI  Mr.  Roberts  is  super- 
vising the  drawing  in  all  standards 
above  2.  The  teachers  seem  very 
pleased  to  have  this  help. 

Industrial  Report 

(By  W.  D.  Hamrick. 

As  the  dawn  of  a  new  conference 
year  is  at  hand  it  is  necessary  that 
we  look  back  over  the  past  so  that 
we  may  better  plan  for  the  future. 

During  the  past  year  we  have 
tried  with  renewed  effort  to  create 
within  the  boys  a  new  and  deeper 
interest  in  their  work  The  idea 
that  Industrial  work  is  just  another 
job  the  Missions  want  done  must  be 
stamped  out  once  and  for  all  if  this 
work  is  ever  to  go  ahead.  We  do 
not  hope  to  make  highly  skilled 
craftsmen  but  rather  to  give  a  basic 
training  in  each  of  several  crafts  so 
that  a  boy  may  get  further  along 
the  road  toward  self-support.  Self- 
support  nmst  go  a  long  with  Christ- 
ian living.  It  is  hard  to  be  honest 
if  you  are  hungry.  A  man  who  can 
support  himself  is  more  likely  to  lead 
a  Christian  life.  A  man  must  also 
maintain    his    self-respect.    This    is

hard  to  do  while  living  in  a  pole-and- 
dagga  hut  without  furniture  in  it. 

We  try  to  teach  the  boys  to  make 
simple  furniture  and  lo  build  a  good, 
though  not  elaborate,  brick  house. 

Standard  VI  boys,  normally,  do 
metal  work  but  this  year  they  are 
doing  wood  work  due  to  the  shortage 
of  materials  for  the  former  course' 
These  boys  have  been  making  furni- 
ture and  for  the  most  part  have  done 
very  well.  They  are  very  keen  on 
doing  this  class  of  work  and  it  is  also 
a  source  of  revenue. 

We  have  built  a  new  shop  this 
year  so  that  we  may  better  take  care 
of  the  classes.  More  individual  help 
is  needed  as  the  type  of  work  be- 
comes more  advanced,  and  w.th  the 
two  shops  we  hope  to  give  more  at- 
tention to  the  needs  of  every  boy. 
As  yet  this  building  is  not  quite 
complete  but  it  should  be  in  the  near 
future.  From  the  sale  of  furniture 
made  in  the  shop  we  hope  to  get 
enough  money  to  pay  for  the  building. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
assistance  given  by  the  Industrial 
staff.  Without  them  only  a  very 
small  part  of  the  work  could  have 
been  accomplished. 

There  is  a  need  for  higher  training 
in  the  Industrial  field  and  we  hope, 
in  the  not  too  distant  future,  to  be 
able  to  start  post  Standard  VI  work. 
However  there  are  many  things  to  be 
done  before  we  can  meet  this  need. 

We  earnestly  hope  to  be  able  to 
follow  nearer  to  the  greatest  of  all 
Carpenters.  By  following  Him  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  show  the  boys  there 
is  more  to  be  learned  in  the  carpen- 
try shop  than  the  making  of  chairs 
and  tables. 


Report  of  Honde    District 

John  Nduna,  Superintendent 

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow  Workers: 
The  Honde  Industrial  Mission  is  a 
Christian  effort  that  was  started 
sonie  years  ago  by  the  Africans.  The 
The  Native  Commissioner,  other 
Government  representatives,  and 
several  Europeans  who  were  interest- 
ed in  native  development  helped  to 
make  its  beginnings  possible.  "Bantu 
Ziye  Zano"  is  the  name  of  the  society 
that  is  responsible  for  the  miision.  It 


has  a  large  membership  of  men  and 
women  who  have  faithfully  encourag- 
ed the  school's  progress. 

One  or  the  chief  aims  is  to  help 
African  boys  and  girls  to  learn  simple 
handcrafts,  so  that  they  may  be  help- 
ed in  making  their  living.  Visitors 
to  the  school  have  been  much  pleased 
with  this  effort.  The  majority  of  the 
members  are  Methodist  of  good 
standing.  They  have  cultivated  the 
Church  work  at  Honde  ever  since  the 
Society  began  its  work. 

Last  year  a  request  was  made  to 
our  Annual  Conference  for  a  recog- 
nized Church  to  be  established  there. 
The  people  thank  the  Conference  and 
the  Bishop  for  their  kind  help  in 
building  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the 
Honde  Valley.  The  first  Quarterly 
Meeting  last  December  was  mainly 
one  of  organization.  The  Rev,  D.  M. 
Katsidzira  was  appointed  local  Past- 
or. Two  stewards,  six  class-leaders 
and  four  local  preachers  were  named. 
At  this  time,  when  the  first  Quarterly 
Meeting  was  held,  there  was  a  Chris- 
tian community  of  one  hundred  and 
eight  people.  Sunday  services,  class 
meetings,  Ruwadzano  meetings,  and 
Sunday  School  with  one  hundred  and 
fifty  scholars,  have  been  well  attend- 
ed. 

The  Pastor  is  doing  all  he  can  to 
further  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  among  the  n:ighbouring  vil- 
lages. Under  his  direction  the  local 
preachers,  Ruwadzano  women,  and 
Student  Volunteer  Band  have  gone 
into  the  surrounding  country.  Many 
souls  have  been  saved,  and  a  few 
who  had  been  serving  demons  were 
freed  by  the  power  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Gatse,  Mandeya  and  Mupote- 
dzi  are  the  names  of  the  three  preach- 
ing places  opened  during  this  Confer- 
ence year;  the  average  attendance 
has  been  thirty.  Chief  Mandeya  and 
the  headmen  desire  teachers  to  be 
sent  to  their  kraals.  Whenever  our 
preachers  visit  them  they  themselves 
go  about  urging  their  people  to  come 
to  hear  the  word  of  God. 

Revival  meetings  have  been  held 
during  the  year,  and  many  souls  were 
horn  again  into  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
It  is  my  personal  plan  during  the 
present  holiday  to  travel  through  the 
District  studying  the  country  and 
and  preaching  the  Word. 
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Each  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings 
held  during  the  year  has  been  well 
att;'nded;  the  people  are  spiritually 
hungry.  The  biggest  meeting  was 
in  July  when  the  attendance  exceeded 
four  hundred.  Eleven  children  and 
six  adults  have  been  baptised;  twelve 
were  received  as  Probationers  and 
fourteen  as  Full  Members. 

More  people  are  coming  from  the 
European  farms  to  settle  in  the 
Honde  Valley.  There  is  great  need  of 
establishing  more  preaching  places  or 
Bible  Schools  to  help  those  who  are 
coming  into  this  reserve.  May  God 
help  this  young  Church  to  keep  on 
growing  as  a  tree  planted  by  the 
riverside. 


REPORT    OF    UMTALI 
DISTRICT 
E.  L.  Sells,  Superintendent 

Bishop  Springer  and  Fellow- Workers:- 
As  we  come  to  the  close  of  the 
Conference  year  we  are  not  so  much 
impressed  as  to  what  has  been  done, 
but  with  the  fact  that  we  have  made 
the  most  out  of  what  is  available  to 
work  with.  Jesus  was  a  specialist 
along  these  lines.  Although  he  grew 
up  in  humble  circumstances  he  made 
the  most  out  of  life.  He  had  an  inner 
peace,  poise  and  confidence  that 
everyone  envied.  He  took  the  i:iost 
unpromising  men,  ignorant  fishermen, 
selfish  tax  gatherers  and  those  who 
had  fallen  into  sin,  and  helped  them 
to  make  the  most  out  of  their  lives. 
It  is  such  work  as  this  that  we  have 
attempted  to  do  during  the  past  year. 
We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His 
care  and  for  the  opportunity  of 
carrying  on  His  work  during  these 
times  of  anxiety  and  uncertainty.  It 
is  interesting  that  the  response 
during  the  past  few  years  has  not 
only  been  encouraging,  but  has  gone 
beyond  all  expectations.  We  have 
tried  to  grasp  these  opportunities  as 
far  as  staff  and  strength  permitted. 
We,  along  with  the  Allies,  must  plan 
for  better  and  more  effective  Church 
work  and  for  closer  co-operation  in 
the  things  that  matter  most  in 
Christian  fellowship. 

We    appreciate    the    splendid    co- 
operation   among    the    staff    of    our 


district  workers,  and  are  most  grate- 
ful for  the  ways  in  which  we  have 
been  able  to  help  each  other. 

We  are  giving  below  the  quoted 
reports  of  those  in  charge  of  circuits 
of  units  of  work   within  the  district :- 

Zimunya  Circuit:  Benjamin  Katsidzira 

"My  heart  is  full  of  thanksgiving 
to  the  Heavenly  Father  who  has  per- 
mitted me  to  work  another  year  in 
the  Zimunya  Circuit.  There  have 
been  many  difficulties  and  troubles, 
and  sometimes  there  seemed  to  be  no 
way  to  go  further  with  the  work. 
Although  there  are  many  discourag- 
ing things,  through  the  power  of  God 
and  His  promises  in  the  Bible  telling 
us  that  the  troubles  of  God's  people 
will  be  many,  the  Lord  has  helped 
us  out  this  year.  Being  near  to  the 
town,  and  many  people  thinking  of 
town  life,  has  caused  many  of  our 
people  not  to  want  to  work  together, 
and  the  Headmen  do  not  co-operate 
.with  each  other. 

We  have  been  greatly  encouraged 
by  the  putting  up  of  new  school  build- 
ings, and  the  improving  of  conditions 
for  our  teachers.  The  Rukwadzano 
women  put  up  a  burnt  brick  house  for 
the  girls'  industrial  work  at  Muradzi- 
kwa.  These  improvements  have  help- 
ed to  make  our  schools  much  better, 
and  we  are  looking  ahead  to  bright 
days  in  our  educational  work. 

For  more  than  four  years  we  have 
been  working  for  a  better  camp  meet- 
ing arrangement.  The  Superintend- 
ent secured  a  site  near  Gwese,  adjoin- 
ing the  Odzi  River.  Churches  of  the 
Circuit  collected  more  than  £38. 
The  building  operations  have  been 
slow  because  of  the  lack  of  materials. 
At  present  a  builder  is  erecting  two 
buildings  on  the  site  and  we  hope  to 
resume  our  Camp  Meetings  in  the 
near  future. 

The  work  in  the  Zimunya  Circuit 
is  now  better  organised  because  the 
people  know  where  they  may  live, 
and  the  native  purchase  area  has 
been  extended.  We  are  looking  for- 
ward to  two  new  schools  at  Uzobo 
and  Mambwere.  There  should  also 
be  a  third  school  in  the  direction  of 
the  Bazeley  Bridge.  When  these 
three  schools  are  opened  the  entire 
section  will  be  provided  for,  and  there 
will  be  a  total  of  thirteen  schools  in 
the  circuit. 
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Last  year  in  the  ten  schools  there 
were  1,070  pupils.  All  our  schools 
are  growing  very  rapidly,  and  there 
is  only  one  that  has  one  teacher.  The 
others  have  two  or  more. 

The  Sunday  School  work  is  rather 
discouraging.  Only  about  half  of  the 
number  of  children  go  to  Sunday 
School  that  attend  the  day  school. 
The  number  of  teachers  in  the  Sunday 
School  classes  is  very  small,  and  most 
of  the  Sunday  School  classes  have 
twenty  or  thirty  children  under  one 
teacher.  These  classes  have  become 
children's  preaching  services  rather 
than  that  of  Bible  instruction.  We 
are  trying  to  do  our  best  to  improve 
this  condition. 

We  appreciate  the  help  of  the 
stewards  and  local  preachers  and  are 
glad  for  the  good  work  that  the  Ru- 
kwadzano  women  are  doing.  We 
want  to  make  good  plans  for  the 
future,  both  in  regard  to  the  work 
of  the  Church  and  for  the  develop- 
ment of  schools." 

Maranke  Circuit:  Tlionias  Maranlte. 

"Since  the  time  that  Baba  Greeley 
came  to  Mount  Makomwe  in  1905  the 
work  in  the  Maranke  Circuit  has 
been  going  ahead  steadily.  I  was  but 
a  boy  at  that  time,  and  along  with 
others  I  have  grown  until  we  are  now 
able  to  carry  forward  the  very  big 
work  in  the  country  where  my  father 
was  the  early  Chief 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had 
the  co-operation  of  our  Chief  and  all 
the  Headmen,  They  have  been  inter- 
ested in  the  work  of  the  Church  as  it 
has  developed  through  the  years,  and 
are  always  ready  to  help  with  the 
school.  Our  Superintendent  has  held 
at  least  two  parents'  meetings  at 
each  school.  The  headman  of  each 
place  has  attended,  and  has  freely 
taken  part  in  the  discussion  concern- 
ing the  work  of  his  school.  These 
meetings  have  been  most  helpful,  and 
our  Church  and  schools  are  better 
because  the  Superintendent  has  given 
the  headmen  and  the  people  an 
opportunity  to  talk  over  the  things 
at  each  place.  These  meetings  have 
also  helped  the  teachers  and  made  it 
possible  for  them  to  have  better 
control  over  the  pupils. 

There  are  fourteen  churches  in  the 
Circuit.    The    local    preachers    have 


been  very  helpful  in  conducting  the 
services  and  have  been  faithful  in 
their  work.  The  stewards  and  class 
leaders  have  worked  together  and 
looked  after  the  spiritual  needs  of 
the  people.  They  have  visited  those 
who  are  sick,  and  have  collected  in 
the  quarterly  offerings.  I  want  to 
thank  all  of  them.  We  are  sorry 
because  we  have  been  unable  to  do 
very  much  for  the  section  of  country 
south  of  Mutsago  to  where  the  Odzi 
and  Sabi  Rivers  join.  Along  with 
local  preachers,  I  visited  this 
section  last  year,  and  found  many 
villages  without  services,  and  hun- 
dreds of  children  with  no  schools.  At 
present  we  have  a  local  preacher  who 
is  giving  all  his  time  to  visiting  this 
section.  We  hope  to  establish  three 
or  four  churches  there  in  the  near 
future. 

We  are  greatly  disturbed  about  the 
difficulties  of  securing  teachers  for 
the  Sunday  School.  Sometimes  there 
are  forty  pupils  and  only  one  teacher. 
We  greatly  feel  the  need  of  having 
a  Sunday  School  worker  who  can 
visit  the  Circuit  and  help  the  people 
to  realise  that  the  work  of  teaching 
the  Scriptures  to  the  boys  and 
girls  on  Sundays  is  important.  For 
the  past  three  years  we  have  been 
holding  meetings  for  young  men. 
Large  numbers  have  attended,  and 
we  have  tried  to  help  them  to  know 
that  they  must  prepare  to  be  leaders 
of  the  Church  in  the  future.  Also, 
we  have  held,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Rukwadzano  women,  meetings 
for  girls,  and  these  have  been  well 
attended,  and  much  good  has  been  done. 
We  know  that  we  must  help  to  take 
care  of  our  young  people,  and  this  is 
one  of  the  ways  that  we  are  doing  it 
in  our  Circuit. 

The  older  men  are  giving  time  to 
helping  the  Churches  that  are  weak. 
This  has  encouraged  the  people  and 
has  stopped  the  spread  of  the  Zionist 
movement  that  is  trying  to  push 
itself  into  our  Circuit,  The  local 
preachers  are  now  taking  up  the 
course  of  study  as  sent  out  by  the 
Conference  last  year.  This  is  very 
helpful,  and  after  four  years  our 
preachers  will  do  better  work. 

In  regard  to  the  schools,  we  have 
opened  up  two  new  ones  since  last 
Conference,  making  a  total  of  twelve 
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in  the  Circuit,  with  1,084  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  schools  last  year. 
There  is  a  very  great  need  for  two 
new  schools  at  old  preaching  places, 
and  for  the  opening  of  three  or  four 
down  in  the  section  that  I  mentioned 
below  Mutsago.  We  have  completed 
many  new  buildings,  and  it  is  our 
plan  to  finish  within  the  next  two  or 
three  years  a  new  two  or  three  room- 
ed school  building  at  all  the  places 
where  buildings  have  not  been  erect- 
ed. As  a  result  of  these  buildings 
our  teachers  are  finding  it  easier  to 
do  their  work,  and  our  schools  are 
improving.  Along  with  the  Superin- 
tendent we  have  made  out  our  plans 
for  the  development  of  schools  for  the 
next  five  years.  We  hope  that  this 
plan  can  be  carried  out. 

In  regard  to  Makomwe  Boarding 
School,  we  are  finishing  our  building 
as  fast  as  possible  and  we  now  have 
a  very  large  school  which  is  going 
along  nicely.  There  are  seven  teach- 
ers and  about  three  hundred  pupils. 
There  are  25  boys  and  25  girls  of  the 
Std.  III.  Class  in  our  Boarding 
Department.  We  are  very  grateful 
to  my  brother  Ishe  Isaiah  for  the 
many  ways  in  which  he  has  helped 
the  boarding  school.  We  hope  before 
the  end  of  this  year  to  complete  two 
new  classrooms  in  addition  to  the 
three  we  now  have — a  boys'  industrial 
building,  a  girls'  domestic  science 
room  and  an  office  and  library  build- 
ing. These  buildings  will  make  it 
possible  for  us  to  ask  for  a  Std.  IV. 
Class  next  year.  We  thank  Mrs. 
Hughes  and  those  who  are  working 
with  her  for  the  money  that  they 
have  sent  to  help  us  in  this  work. 

In  regard  to  the  future  develop* 
ment  of  the  Maranke  Reserve  we 
know  that  there  will  be  many  big 
things  take  place.  During  the  past 
years  the  Government  has  been 
working  hard  in  making  the  roads, 
building  dams,  drilling  wells  and 
digging  the  Maranke  furrow,  which, 
when  finished,  will  extend  fifty  miles 
into  the  Reserve. This  will  mean 
that  there  will  need  to  be  many  more 
Churches  and  a  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  schools.  We  must  be 
ready  to  help  all  these  people  who  are 
leaving  their  old  homes  to  establish 
new  homes  with  us.  As  a  Church  we 
must  not  fail  them. 


Umtali  European  Work 

The  development  of  the  European 
work  among  the  people  of  the  eastern 
border  has  continued  with  a  remark- 
able growth.  This  is  no  doubt  partly 
due  to  the  excellent  respoiise  among 
European  people  everywhere.  By 
visiting,  holding  services,  writing 
letters  and  sending  literature  we  have 
seriously  attempted  to  get  in  touch 
with  all  our  people,  and  to  be  of  help 
to  all  who  desire  it. 

The  St  Andrew's  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing is  very  keen  at  this  stage  to 
undertake  on  a  large  scale  the  work 
that  we  are  now  doing.  After  care- 
ful consideration  of  more  than  six 
months  l)y  a  special  committee,  and 
with  several  references  to  the  Official 
Board  and  a  meeting  with  Bishop 
Springer,  a  little  over  a  week  ago,  a 
special  request  is  being  sent  to  the 
Conference,  carrying  with  it  a  large 
increase  in  local  support,  as  revealed 
by  the  proposed  budget.  The  Church 
requests  that  careful  consideration  be 
given  to  these  proposals,  and  that  the 
European  work  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  develop  so  that  full  time 
support  may  be  realised.  The  enthus- 
iasm of  the  European  people  along 
these  lines  is  greatly  appreciated  and 
it  helps  us  to  realise  the  importance 
of  Christian  work  at  this  time. 

The  services  have  been  well  attend- 
ed and  the  average  numbers  in  the 
congregation  have  been  increasing. 
With  the  arrangement  as  now  propos- 
ed for  the  Minister,  it  will  become 
possible  for  him  to  visit  in  the  homes 
of  the  people,  which  will  result  in  an 
increased  attendance,  interest  and 
support.  In  regard  to  the  Sunday 
School  the  attendance  has  greatly 
increased  until  in  both  departments 
we  often  have  125  children  present  on 
Sunday.  Our  teaching  staff  has  also 
increased  during  the  year  to  more 
than  seventeen,  who  give  their  volun- 
tary services.  A  short  teachers' 
meeting  for  discussion  and  prayer  is 
held  at  the  close  of  the  Sunday  School 
session  each  week.  In  addition  there 
is  a  monthly  evening  meeting  held  at 
one  of  the  homes.  These  meetings 
have  been  helpful.  The  Superintend- 
ent of  the  primary  department  con- 
ducts a  teacher's  preparation  class 
each  week.  The  Scripture  Classes 
have  been  carried  on  as  usual.    Mrs. 
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Thompson  has  taken  the  classes  in 
the  Junior  and  Middle  Schools,  and 
with  the  aid  of  Miss  Clark  and  Mrs. 
West,  the  Minister  has  conducted  the 
classes  in  the  Senior  Schools.  These 
opportunities  of  systematic  scripture 
instruction  make  it  possible  not  only 
foi  scripture  knowledge  to  be  given 
but  to  instil  Christian  thinking  into 
the  minds  of  the  pupils. 

The  Women's  Association  has  con- 
tinued with  its  excellent  work  in 
addition  to  the  meetings,  hospital 
visitations  and  many  other  services, 
the  Thank  Offering,  supper  and  social 
was  organised  last  November.  In 
addition  to  the  fine  social  time  that 
we  had  together  a  Thank  Offering 
amounting  to  £13(S.,  was  contributed 
during  the  evening.  £100.,  was  put 
into  the  Church  Building  Fund,  and 
the  remaining  amount  set  aside  for 
repairs  on  Church  property.  We 
desire  to  thank  the  women  for  the 
beautiful  flowers  that  they  have  pro- 
vided for  the  Church  from  Sunday  to 
Sunday. 

The  Young  People's  work  has  con- 
tinued about  as  usual,  although  many 
are  on  active  service  and  some  of 
our  girls  have  married,  yet  our 
group  holds  together  well  and  has 
now  taken  up  the  special  project  of 
developing  two  junior  groups,  who 
will,  in  time,  be  come  our  Senior 
Youth  Group.  Our  meetings  consist  of 
Devotional  evenings,  camp  fires, 
moonlight  picnics,  games  evenings 
and  many  other  interesting  ways  of 
developing  and  serving. 

The  finances  of  the  Church  have 
kept  up  well,  and  the  contributions 
are  increasing.  It  is  because  of  such 
increased  contributions  and  interest 
in  the  work  that  the  present  proposals 
for  a  greater  portion  of  the  Minister's 
time  are  being  put  forward.  This  is 
the  opportune  time  to  put  the  Euro- 
pean work  of  the  eastern  border  on  a 
sound  basis. 

Of  course,  we  are  still  greatly  in 
need  of  our  Church  Hall  and  we  are 
gradually  building  up  funds  so  that  it 
may  be  realised.  We  hope  that  some- 
thing will  he  undertaken  during  the 
coming  year. 

Indian  and  Coloured  : 

Rev.  I.  B.  Khristimutki 

"During  the  last  year  I  was  able  to 


make  trips  to  places  outside.  A 
Hindu  Storekeeper  at  Penhalonga 
accepted  a  New  Testament  and 
twenty  other  religious  books,  after 
several  visits.  Another  Hindu  man 
was  given  books  the  previous  year. 
The  Mohammedan  refused  to  take  the 
books  but  accepted  Urdu  tracts  with 
the  Scripture  verses  on  different 
topics  that  would  appeal  to  his  mind. 
One  day  as  I  talked  to  a  Hindu  young 
man  I  saw  a  little  Christian  Book 
concealed  in  a  big  Hindu  book.  It 
seems  he  got  that  book  from  his 
brother.  Thus,  I  hope  and  pray  that 
the  relatives  and  friends  of  those  who 
get  the  Scriptures  and  books  from  me 
may  somehow  get  a  chance  to  read 
them.  The  Old  Umtali  Hindu  Store- 
keeper was  given  a  Sanskrit  New 
Testament  to  compare  the  teach- 
ings of  our  Lord  in  English,  Gujarati 
and  Sanskrit.  Sanskrit  is  the  Hindu 
sacred  tongue,  as  Arabic  and  Urdu  to 
Mohammedans.  I  have  visited  both 
these  places  regularly  on  my  bicycle. 
He  had  bought  a  Gujarati  Bible,  New 
Testament  and  25  other  books  before. 
I  was  greatly  delighted  when  three 
Hindus  and  a  Mohammedan  purchas- 
the  Scriptures  and  other  religious 
books  from  me  last  year.  They  did 
not  want  to  have  them  for  all  these 
years,  but  when  I  went  to  them  this 
year  they  accepted  them.  I  believe 
the  Spirit  of  God  must  have  told  them 
to  buy.  I  have  visited  the  Indians  of 
Umtali  giving  them  my  personal  testi- 
mony from  time  to  time,  with  Christ- 
ian songs  and  talks.  Without  the 
help  of  my  wife  I  would  not  have 
been  able  to  approach  the  Indian 
women.  She  tells  me  of  her  experi- 
'encesofhow  she  enjoys  speakingabout 
Christ  to  Indian  women  by  her  testi- 
mony of  Christ.  I  thank  God  for  her 
share  in  the  work.  To  the  Moham- 
medan Storekeeper  at  Chipinga  I 
have  sent  an  Urdu  New  Testament 
by  a  soldier.  There  are  some 
Indians  in  places  such  as  Rusapi, 
Macheke,  and  Marandellas  where  I 
have  not  been  able  to  go,  although  I 
have  given  the  Gospel  message  to 
some  of  them  by  post,  sending  the 
tracts  and  papers  in  our  language.  I 
hope  to  be  able  to  visit  these  places  in 
the  near  future.  The  Hindu  man  of 
Marandellas  was  given  a  New  Testa- 
ment,  4  Gospels  and  over  20  books 
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through  the  Missionary  at  Waddilove. 
With  the  assistance  and  co-operation 
of  the  British  Methodist  Church,  I 
had  the  chance  of  making  two  trips 
to  Salisbury  for  over  a  month  and  a 
half.  As  I  did  not  succeed  in  securing 
accommodation  in  the  town  among 
my  people  or  el  ewhere  I  was  allowed 
to  use  a  cottage  at  the  Epworth 
Mission,  about  seven  miles  outside  the 
town.  1  used  to  cycle  down  to  the 
town  almost  every  day  with  the 
scriptures  and  other  religious  books 
to  work  among  my  people.  With  the 
help  of  God  I  was  able  to  distribute 
17  Bibles,  19  New  Testaments,  over  60 
single  Gospels,  over  300  other  religious 
books,  many  tracts  and  booklets  in 
the  Indian  vernacular  in  Salisbury. 
Whenever  1  found  a  willing  hearer  I 
gave  my  testimony  for  Christ.  No 
doubt  there  was  some  opposition  and 
dislike  to  hear  about  Christ  but  I  dis- 
covered that  there  is  a  great  oppor- 
tunity to  bring  the  Gospel  to  my 
people  in  this  country.  Many  times 
I  was  surprised  to  find  that  the  people 
I  thought  would  accept  the  Gospel 
rejected  it,  while  those  I  thought 
would  chase  me  out  cf  their  doors, 
they  accepted  it!  This  is  the  first 
time  that  most  of  my  people  had  a 
chance  to  read  the  Bible  in  their  own 
language.  A.nd  we  believe  the  Word 
of  God  is  powerful  in  its  action  in  a 
responsive  heart.  The  real  seekers 
after  Truth  will  have  their  desires 
satisfied  in  Christ.  It  is  quite  clear 
that  a  great  door  is  opened  for  my 
work,  to  bring  the  knowledge  of  Christ 
the  Saviour,  to  my  Indian  people, 
who  are  over  3,000  in  S.  Rhodesia 
alone.  This  is  a  unique  opportunity 
which  I  must  utilise  with  earnest 
prayers  to  our  Heavenly  Father.  I 
fully  believe  that  my  non-Christian 
people,  Hindus  and  Mohammedans, 
who  have  been  in  this  colony  for  over 
50  years  are  in  need  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  joy 
that  our  Methodist  Church  and  the 
British  Methodist  Church  have  agre- 
ed to  co-operate  in  one  another's 
work  in  different  places  wherever 
there  is  a  great  need. 

In  order  to  remove  a  common  mis- 
understanding from  my  people,  I  had 
my  name  P.  B  Christian  changed  to 
" Isusukli  Becherdas  Kristmutki,  from 
English  to  Gujarati,  Indian  language. 


While  I  am  away  from  Umtali  I 
try  to  keep  in  touch  with  my  non- 
Christian  friends  by  correBpondence, 
urging  them  to  seek  the  truth  in 
Christ,  who  alone  can  give  salvation 
and  peace.  I  thank  Mr.  Sells  for 
making  this  arrangement.  The  Chair- 
man ot  the  Methodist  Synod  is  most 
sympathetic  and  willing  to  give  every 
possible  help.  He  agreed  to  my  re- 
quest of  appealing  to  his  Society  in 
England  to  help  in  the  Indian  work, 
and  call  one  more  man  from  India 
for  their  work  in  Southern  Rhodesia. 
For  the  majority  of  the  Indians 
are  found  in  Salisbury,  Bulawayo 
and  places  beyond.  He  asked  me 
to  give  him  a  copy  of  my  report 
and  other  information  about  the 
Indians  in  S.  Rhodesia,  which  he 
would  send  to  England  to  his  Society. 
Besides  3,000  Indians  in  8.  Rhodesia, 
there  are  600  in  N.  Rhodesia,  3,000  in 
Nyasaland,  and  220,000  in  the  Union, 
excluding  many  scattered  in  other 
surrounding  parts.  Excepting  about 
335  Portuguese  Indians,  Roman  Cath- 
olics and  a  few  Anglicans,  the  major- 
ity are  Hindus  and  Mohammedans. 
Most  of  them  are  Rhodesia  born,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Christian  Church 
to  tell  them  about  Christ,  the  Saviour 
of  the  World.  Mr.  Sells  found  that 
the  Methodist  Church  is  working 
among  the  Indians  in  the  Union,  with 
their  own  men  to  serve  them.  I  am 
very  happy  to  know  that. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  present 
at  the  Methodist  Synod  and  S.Rhode- 
sia Missionary  Society  in  Salisbury, 
when  I  met  missionaries  of  different 
denominations  who  showed  interest 
in  the  Indian  work.  They  all  promised 
to  help  in  my  work  when  I  go  to  their 
places  where  there  are  many  Indians. 
I  found  them  all  most  keen  and  sym- 
pathetic towards  the  Indian  work. 

Thus  we  look  forward  to  a  blessed 
and  joyous  time  of  witnessing  to  our 
people  in  areas  still  untouched  by  the 
Gospel. 

The  Coloured  Work. 

I  have  continued  Sunday  Prayer 
Meetings  and  Sunday  Services  in 
their  homes.  It  grieves  me  to  note 
an  increasing  amount  of  indifference 
and  even  dislike  for  the  Church  among 
the  Coloured  folk.  Many  of  their 
young  men  are  on  active  service  in  the 
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East.  According  to  the  last  census 
there  are  over  14,000  Coloured  people 
who  do  not  believe  in  any  religion  in 
the  Union.  They  prefer  sports,  danc- 
ing and  picnicing  outside  rather 
than  going  to  Church  services.  They 
enjoy  a  care  free  Ufa.  More  over,  the 
few  families  we  have  in  Umtali 
live  quite  a  distance  apart  which 
would  make  it  difficult  for  them 
to  meet  together  for  services. 
Many  of  them  did  not  possess,  when 
we  came,  the  Bible,  which  I  supplied 
to  them  both  in  English  and  Afrika- 
ans, the  latter  being  their  mother 
tongue.  They  are  always  in  my 
thoughts  and  prayers  that  they  may 
not  lose  their  love  for  Christ. 

The  Coloured  Women's  Fellowship 
has  developed  and  progressed  includ- 
ing various  activities  of  their  their 
community.  My  wife  felt  that  they 
should  run  it  now  themselves  with 
their  own  leadership  and  programmes 
without  her  interference  which  used 
to  cause  embarrassment  to  her  and  to 
them.  We  found  out  that  it  has 
done  them  a  great  deal  of  good. 
We  keep  a  friendly  connection  with 
them,  praying  for  God's  blessing  in 
their  activities  and  their  homes. 

I  made  a  suggestion  both  to  Mr. 
Sells  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Meth- 
odist Synod  to  call  a  Coloured  Minis- 
ter from  the  Union  to  serve  the  Col- 
oured people  of  this  Colony,  as  the 
Government  gets  a  teacher  from  the 
Union  for  them.  He  could  be  station- 
ed at  either  Bulawayo  or  Salisbury, 
and  frequently  make  trips  to  places 
like  Umtali.  Mr.  Sells,  while  he  was 
in  the  Union,  made  enquiries  about  it, 
and  learned  that  there  too,  they  have 
very  few  Coloured  ordained  men  for 
the  large  Co'oured  Community.  I 
yet  hope  and  pray  that  some  day 
this  dream  will  be  realised,  in  that 
the  Coloured  Methodist  people  in  this 
colony  will  have  their  own  men  to 
minister  to  their  spiritiialneeds.  They 
would  be  quite  at  home  with  them, 
speak  their  language,  think  their 
thoughts,  share  their  feelings  and 
aspirations  and  living  right  among 
them  as  their  kith  and  kin,  will, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  help  them 
to  grow  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ.  To  me  this 
seems  to  be  the  only  way  for  the  esta- 
blishment of  strong  Coloured  Church- 


es in  S.  Rhodesia  on  a  really  organis- 
ed basis.  May  God  bless  those  rest- 
less folks  and  help  us  to  see  a  way 
out  according  to  His  Divine  Will. 

The  African  Work.    Titus  Maranke. 

The  African  Church  in  Umtali  is 
still  growing  like  the  mustard  seed. 
We  thought  that  we  were  building  a 
fairly  large  church,  but  today  it  is 
like  the  clothes  of  a  growing  child. 
Every  Sunday  afternoon  we  have 
a  congregation  of  between  seven  and 
eight  hundred.  We  have  nine  places 
on  tha  Umtali  preaching  plan  and 
twenty  four  local  preachers  who  fill 
the  appointments.  We  hope  to  have 
new  preaching  places  in  the  near 
future.  We  have  four  sections  in  the 
Sunday  School,  with  429  pupils.  How- 
ever, we  are  very  much  distressed 
because  there  are  only  about  12  teach- 
ers for  all  these  boys  and  girls.  We 
are  making  a  big  effort  to  find  more 
voluntary  teachers  and  to  interest 
the  parents  in  the  Sunday  School. 

The  Rukwadzanoof  the  Church  has 
been  very  active.  They  not  only  hold 
their  meetings,  but  regularly  visit  the 
sick  in  the  hospital  and  in  the  homes. 
They  have  helped  with  the  Orphanage 
at  Old  Umtali  and  have  supplied  soap, 
clothes  and  food  for  Mothers  and 
babies  in  need.  On  Good  Friday  "Mai" 
Sells,  the  District  Chairwon:an,  re- 
ceived 23  new  members  into  the  Ru- 
kwadzano  membership. 

The  meetings  held  during  Easter 
week  were  very  well  attended  and 
many  people  were  helped.  Some  boys 
brought  their  charms  for  boxing  and 
gambling  which  the  witch  doctors  had 
given  them,  and  confessed  their  faith 
in  Christ. 

There  are  seven  teachers  in  the 
day  and  evening  schools  with  240 
day  pupils  and  96  evening  pui)ils.  Mr. 
Martin  Chiza  is  doing  excellent  work 
as  head  teacher.  Every  Friday  he 
holds  a  teachers'  meeting  to  discuss 
the  work  of  the  school.  He  is  also 
taking  care  of  36  Pathfinders.  Miss 
Clark  is  helping  us  very  much 
in  the  school  by  supervising  the 
sewing  classes,  the  Wayfarers  and 
the  Sunbeams.  We  have  a  School 
Advisory  Committee  that  is  appoint- 
ed by  the  Superintendent  each  year, 
that  meets  every  month.  All  the 
problems  that  have  to  do   with   the 
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school  and  the  children  are  discussed 
at  this  meeting,  and  some  very  help- 
ful suggestions  have  been  given  to 
the  teachers.  We  need  our  school 
rooms  very  much,  and  are  very  sorry 
that  it  is  necesary  to  wait  until  the 
war  is  over  before  we  can  get  permis- 
sion to  build. 

Our  Church  is  growing  very  rapidly. 
We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  very  hard  for  us  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  people  who  come 
and  go  in  Umtali,  and  ask  all  the 
Ministers  and  teachers  to  keep  us 
informed  as  to  those  who  come  to  us 
from  their  different  places.  We  ask 
that  the  Superintendents  and  Minist- 
ers give  us  this  information,  and 
where  the  members  are  coming  for  a 
length  of  time,  send  along  the  remov- 
al notes. 

African  Girls'  Hostel 

During  the  past  year  the  Hostel 
has  cared  for  240  girls  and  women 
passing  through  the  town  and  stay- 
ing a  few  days.  Most  of  them  bring 
their  own  food.  Many  came  for 
treatment  in  the  hospital  and  others 
stayed  with  us  while  troubles  were 
being  settled  at  the  Native  Commis- 
sioner's Office.  The  Hostel  cares  for 
the  school  girls  from  Mutambara  and 
Old  Umtali  when  going  to  or  from 
their  homes  by  train  or  lorry.  There 
are  many  girls  who  come  to  Umtali 
to  arrange  about  their  weddings  and 
stay  with  us  during  that  time.  Eu- 
ropean women  who  take  their  nurse 
maids  with  them  find  it  very  con- 
venient to  have  them  stay  here  at 
nights.  The  Rukwadzano  women, 
when  going  to  and  from  meetings, 
have  found  it  a  convenient  place  to 
stay. 

The  number  of  girls  resident  in  the 
Hostel  has  steadily  increased  until 
there  are  now  an  average  of  35  in- 
cluding four  teachers.  Thirty  girls 
live  at  their  places  of  employment 
and  come  to  the  meetings  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoons.  A  wholesome 
social  life  is  provided  for  the  girls. 
This  helps  them  to  avoid  the  many 
temptations  that  are  always  found  in 
town  life. 

The  Wayfarers  and  Sunbeams  have 
been  meeting  at  the  Hostel  during 
the  past  year.  Since  Dorothy  Sells 
left  last  November  the  work  is  taken 


over  by  Miss  Clark.  She  is  assisted 
by  the  teacher  girls.  Mrs.  Wood,  of 
the  Anglican  Church,  has  organised  a 
group  of  senior  girls  in  Torch  Bear- 
ing and  meets  with  them  at  the 
Hostel  once  a  week. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  ways  in 
which  the  Hostel  is  serving  the 
women  and  girls  of  Umtali  and  the 
Eastern  Districts.  The  work  is  grow- 
ing very  rapidly  and  we  must  have 
an  additional  building  in  the  near 
future  to  make  possible  the  necessary 
services  that  are  called  for. 

Conclusion 

The  above  reports  help  us  to  realise 
the  wide  spread  activities  and  scope 
carried  on  by  the  missionaries,  minis- 
ters, teachers  and  workers  of  the 
Umtali  District  in  the  town  of  Umtali 
and  the  eastern  section.  Every  phase 
is  rapidly  growing  and  developing, 
and  we  naturally  have  made  detailed 
plans  for  the  future,  and  we  know  the 
direction  of  development  has  consider- 
able to  do  with  the  final  achievement. 
We  are  aware  of  the  necessity  of 
retaining  the  child  like  qualities  of 
humanity,  simplicity,  honesty,  sincer- 
ity, faith,  love,  forgiveness  and  obedi- 
ence in  what  we  believe  to  be  the 
Will  of  God.  With  these  we  are 
certain  that  we  can  be  of  the  greatest 
help  to  those  with  whom  we  are 
working,  helping  them  to  become  the 
necessary  cure  for  the  social  ills  and 
spiritual  diseases  so  common  all  about 
us.  We  know  that  humble  circum- 
stances do  not  hinder  growth,  and 
that  material  limitations  do  not  deter- 
mine it. 


(b).     REPORTS  OF  STANDING 
COMMITTEES    AND    BOARDS. 
Board  of  Education. 

We  recommend: — 

(1)  That  the  Committee  to  revise 
the  primary  school  scheme  book,  and 
to  work  out  time  tables  for  schools 
with  more  than  two  teachers  be  con- 
tinued. We  nominate  for  this  Com- 
mittee the  following: —  Miss  J.  Pfaff 
(Chairman)  Miss  Deyo,  Miss  Parks,

of  the  New  Syllabus  Arithmetic  be 
substituted  in  Sub  A  and  Sub  B  in 
place  of  Achterburg's  books  I,  II,  and 
III,  when  they  are  no  longer  avail- 
able. 

(  4  )  That  the  set  of  Health  charts 
prepared  by  Miss  I.  Gugin  and  Mr. 
T.  Roberts  be  used  in  every  school  as 
posters  and  in  connection  with  the 
hygiene  and  vernacular  lessons. 
( Charts  cost  i/^d..  each  or  2d.,  for  the 
set  of  four;. 

(5)  That  Std.  IV  classes  be  per- 
mitted in  village  schools  where  the 
District  Superintendent  and  the  Gov- 
ernment Inspector  agree  that  it  is 
desirable  and  where  the  conditions 
for  staff,  equipment,  etc.,  can  be  met. 

(6)  That  throughout  the  Confer- 
ence the  need  for  teachers  be  stressed 
and  that  teachers,  ministers,  mission- 
aries and  all  Christian  leaders  do  all 
within  their  powers  to  inspire  our 
young  people  to  dedicate  their  lives  to 
teaching. 

(  7)  We  recommend  that  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  1943  Conference  to 
prepare  a  syllabus  for  Bible  from  Sub 
A  through  T.  T.  continue  it's  work 
with  power  to  act. 

(8)  That  the  following  nomina- 
tions be  made  for  the  Student  Loan 
Committee 

(a)  The    Principal    of    Hartzell 
Training  School  at  Old  Qmtali. 

(b)  The  Headmistress  of  Nyadi- 
ri. 

(c)  The    African    Ministers    at 
Mutambara,  Mrewa  and  Mtoko. 

(9)  That  the  Government  be  urg- 
ed to  recognise  Std.  VII  and  pay 
grants  in  respect  of  the  same  at  ap- 
proved Missionary  Central  Primary 
Schools.

Report  of  the  Medical  Committee 

Health  charts  asked  for  in  1942  are 
now  complete.  We  recommend  that 
they  be  used  in  village  schools  especi- 
ally, and  that  they  be  distributed 
by  the  District  Superintendents  The 
charts  are  printed  in  sots  of  four,  and 
cost  2d.,  per  set.  There  are  200  sets 
now  available. 


We  recommend  that  the  different 
centres  send  their  medical  reports, 
giving  statistics  from  orphanages, 
in-patients,  out-patients,  maternity 
work,  gifts,  government  grants  and 
fees,  the  number  of  trained  nurses, 
practical  nurses,  doctors  and  tech- 
nicians, to  the  Statistician. 

We  recommend  that  a  uniform 
wage  scale  for  African  nurses  be  used 
throughout  the  Conference,  beginning 
with  £3.  0.  0.,  per  month,  two  free 
uniforms  per  year,  and  food,  and  that 
it  be  referred  to  the  Field  Committee 
for  action. 

We  ask  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Missionary  Conference  to  take  up 
the  matter  with  the  Government  of 
increasing  grants  in  aid  for  Mission- 
ary and  African  nurses. 

A  letter  was  presented  from  the 
African  Ministers  asking  that  work- 
ers in  the  Church  with  their  families 
should  receive  free  medicine.  In  view 
of  the  tact  that  the  different  centres 
for  so  many  years  have  supplied  free 
medicines,  and  that  the  wages  have 
been  raised  for  workers,  the  Commit- 
tee feels  that  people  with  monthly 
wages  cannot  be  exemi)ted  while 
people  in  the  villages  must  pay  for 
them.  It  was  agreed  that  we  should 
not  go  back  to  the  old  system.  The 
new  system  of  charging  fees  has 
already  made  hospital  work  more 
efficient,  and  placed  it  on  a  better 
basis  than  before.

Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 

(1)  We  recommend  that  the  mat- 
ter of  the  transfer  of  church  members 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Conferen.e  with  special  reference 
to  the  transfer  of  probationers,  and 
that  on  probationers'  transfer,  there 
be  a  note  to  show  whether  or  not  the 
person  has  been  baptized. 

(2)  We  wish  to  emphasize  the 
importance  of  properly  made  out  bap- 
tismal certificates,  with  full  names 
of  pai  ents,  and  the  father's  certificate 
number. 

(3)  We  recognise  the  importance 
of  having  an  indestructible  place  to 
preserve  the  valuable  records  of  the 
Church,  therefore  we  recommend 
that  the  Conference  arrange  for  an 
ant  and  fireproof  place,  and  a  custo- 
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dian  to  cara  for  the  same,  one  half 
the  cost  being  provided  by  the  Confer- 
ence and  one  half  by  the  Field  Com- 
mittee. 

(4)  We  recommend  that  the  Quar- 
terly Conference  use  the  power  that 
is  given  it  in  para.  156  of  the 
Discipline  (para.  72  Central  Confer- 
ence Discipline)  to  deal  with  mem- 
bers who  are  delinquent  in  their 
obligations  for  Church  membership. 

(5)  World  Co  nmunion  Sunday. 
We  recommend  that  the  World  Com- 
munion Sunday  be  observed  the  first 
Sunday  in  October  in  all  our  pastoral 
charges  as  far  as  practicable. 

(6)  Burial  Rituals.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  District  Superintend- 
ents take  supplies  of  the  Burial 
Rituals  to  the  Quarterly  Meetings 
for  purchase  by  each  station. 

(7)  Care  of  Twins.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  Medical  and  Publish- 
ing Committees  co-operate  in  prepar- 
ing a  leaflet  on  the  care  of  twins,  and 
that  copies  be  made  available  for 
Circuit  Rukwadzano  rwe  Wadzimai 
leaders  and  other  suitable  persons. 

(8)  Sunday  School.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  District  Superintend- 
ents and  African  pastors  and  stew- 
ards be  instructed  to  urge  tho 
children  to  attend  Sunday  Schools,  and 
that  the  parents  be  exhorted,  as  a 
good  example  to  their  children,  to 
attend  also. 

(9)  Youth  Fellowship  Movement. 
We  recommend  that  Youth  Fellow- 
ship Movements  may  be  organised  in 
different  Circuits  under  the  direction 
of  the  District  Superintendents  and 
African  Ministers  of  the  circuits. 

(10)  Boarding  Girls  at  Chikwizo. 
We  recommend  that  the  matter  of 
establishing  the  boarding  school  for 
girls  at  Chikwizo  be  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  District 
and  African  Missionay  Society. 

(11)  African  Missionary  Society. 
We  recommend  that  every  Quarterly 
Conference  elect  a  Secretary-Treas- 
urer to  promote  the  work  of  the  Afri- 
can Missionary  Society  in  that  circuit 
and  to  rejiort  its  funds  and  activities 
to  the  Quarterly  Conference.

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Report  of  Commission  on  Worship 
and  Music

2.  We  draw  the  attention  of  tliose 
in  charge  of  churches  to  paragraphs 
1  and  2  of  the  1943  Minutes. 

3.  We  request  the  Conference  to 
allow  those  churches,  where  an  organ 
or  piano  is  available,  the  use  of  such 
for  Congregational  singing. 

4.  We  recommend  in  the  future 
issues  of  the  Hymn  Book  that  the 
following  Le  included: 

(a)  The  Ritual  for  the   Lord's 
Supper.     ( In  Vernacular.) 

(b)  Mwari  Komborera  Africa. 

5.  We  recognize  the  need  of  a 
scheme  for  teaching  of  music  and 
singing  in  the  Kraal  Schools,  and  ask 
that  the  preparation  of  such  a  scheme 
be  considered. 

6.  We  suggest  that  a  Committee 
be  appointed  to  prepare  for  distribu- 
tion, a  program  for  Children's  Day 
Services,  to  be  held  the  3rd  Sunday 
in  October. 

7.  It  is  suggested  that  tunes 
suitable  for  use  with  certain  hymns 
be  written  and  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Hymn  Book,  also  tunes 
suited  to  the  Native  rhythm  and 
accent.

Report  of  the  Hartzell  Training 
School  Advisory  Committee. 

(1)  We  ask  the  Field  Committee 
to  reconsider  the  matter  of  charging 
£7.,  school  fees  to  the  male  pupils  in 
the  Teacher  Training  classes,  because 
it  appears  that  the  result  would  be 
the  keeping  out  of  pupils  who  should 
be  in  school  and  who  are  needed  as 
teachers. 

(2)  The  needs  of  the  Teacher 
Training  Department  at  Old  Umtali 
have  outgrown  the  space  and  facilit- 
ies that  are  now  l)eing  used  in  the 
present  school  building.  Additional 
rooms  and  equipment  are  needed  for 
the  criticism  and  demonstration  les- 
sons, for  the  making  of  apparatus,  for 


the  teaching  of  science,  art  and  clay 
modelling,  and  for  a  store  room  for 
supplies.  We  recommend  that  steps 
be  taken  to  obtain  funds  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  and  separate  building 
to  house  the  Teacher  Training  De- 
partment. 

(3)  We  recognise  the  urgent  need 
at  Old  Umtali  for  a  well  trained 
Agriculturist  who  can  give  his  full 
time  to  teaching  the  classes  in  agri- 
culture and  to  managing  the  farm,  and 
recommend  that  this  matter  again  be 
presented  to  the  Board  with  our  re- 
quest that  a  fully  trained  agricultur- 
ist be  obtained  for  this  work.

"Each  District  shall  provide  its  own 
organization  under  the  direction  of 
the  District  Superintendent  and  the 
Missionary  Advisor,  who  with  the 
wives  of  the  Ministers  of  each 
circuit,  one  other  woman  from  each 
circuit,  and  three  African  Ministers 
will  compose  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  each  District.  The  Sectional 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  District  Executive  Of- 
ficers. 

A  District  may  have  an  annual 
convention  to  which  other  Districts 
may  be  invited  to  send  delegates. 

The  Sectional  Executive  Committee 
shall  meet  annually  to  consider  the 
place  of  the  annual  convention  and 
financial  matters,  and  where  the 
annual  convention  is  to  be  held.  The 
Superintendent  of  the  District  shall 
set  the  time  and  place  for  the  Ex- 
ecutive meeting."

A  recent  letter  from  the  Board  of 
Pensions  in  Chicago  shows  that  they 
have  Rhodesia  Conference  Claimants 
Funds  amounting  to  about  £88.  This 
amount  is  being  put  on  the  Confer- 
ence Teasurer's  books  and  will  show 
as  part  of  the  Conference  Claimants 
Funds  in  the  future. 

The  new  Ministers  Pension  Scheme 
adopted  by  the  last  Conference  is 
well  under  way.  All  of  the  older 
group  of  ministers  who  were  given 
their  choice  regarding  the  joining  in 
the  scheme  have  elected,  without 
exception,  to  join  in.  It  should  be 
pointed  out,  however,  that  an  examin- 
ation of  the  records  show  that  in 
many  cases  ministers  have  missed 
paying  in  to  the  Savings  account  for 
a  number  of  years  and  unless  this  is 
put  right  the  years  so  missed  will  not 
count  as  pensionable  years.  These 
things  should  be  adjusted  at  once  in 
order  that  a  correct  record  can  be 
established  in  the  beginning. 

Of  the  amount  of  £917.  10.  2  sub- 
scribed by  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Springer 
,  and  missionaries,  £819.  10.  2  has  been 
I  paid  in  leaving  only  £98  of  the  total 
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to  come  in.  Regarding  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Districts  for  their  pay- 
ments to  the  fund  it  will  he  appreciat- 
ed that  the  scheme  depends  upon 
this  for  its  very  existence.  Having 
unanimously  adopted  the  scheme  it  is 
no  longer  optional  but  binding  upon 
every  unit  of  the  work  to  contribute 
this  as  part  of  its  Pastoral  Support.

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Recommendations. 

First.  Seeing  that  many  movements 
are  appearing  in  the  country  with 
various  forms  of  worship,  we  recom- 
mend that  our  people  Iceep  very 
closely  to  the  discipline  of  our  church, 
in  singing,  praying,  preaching  and 
regard  the  importance  of  the  Sunday 
School. 

Second.  In  order  to  help  our  people 
improve  in  cleanliness  and  sound 
health,  we  recommend  that  teachers, 
stewards,  and  church  leaders  have 
better  homes  and  that  each  station 
should  have  a  building  committee 
which  will  report  at  every  Quarterly 
Conference  of  the  district. 

Third.  This  body  of  African  Christ- 
ians ask  our  Annual  Conference  that 
each  individual  church  should  have  a 
copy  of  the  burial  ritual  for  its  local 
use. 

Fourth.  That  the  moral  standard  of 
our  young  people  may  be  kept  up,  we 
encourage  the  organizing  of  young 
people's  Christian  Associations 
throughout  our  church  and  that  a 
guiding  booklet  be  printed.  In  this 
booklet  we  urge  that  instruction 
be  given  about  the  care  of  twins. 

Fifth,  (a)  After  hearing  the  report 
of  our  Missionary  from  Chikwizo.  It 
was  voted  that  there  should  be 
another  assistant  teacher  for  the 
coming  year. 

(b)  We  as  the  African  Chris- 
tian Convention  recommend  the  need 
for  African  Missionary  Society  Sec- 
retaries in  each  circuit  who  shall  be 
elected  by  their  Quarterly  Confer- 
ences. 

Sixth.  As  there  is  a  need  for  build- 
ing in  the  out-stations,  we  urge  our 
Mission  Boarding  Schools  to  send  out 
their  Stds.  V  pupils  during  the 
holidays  for  more  building  practice. 

Seventh.  We  remind  the  parents  of 
their  duty  to  send  the  children  to 
Sunday  School  regularly  and  that  the 
parents  should  set  the  example  by 
their  own  attendance. 

Eighth.  Having  learned  of  the 
many  Rhodesian  Africans  in  Johan- 
nesburg, a  large  number  of  whom  are 
Manyikas,  and  of  their  asking  for 
spiritual  leadership  and  ministrj',  we 
hope  that  in  the  near  future  a  good 
response  can  be  made  to  this  call. 
We  present  the  matter  to  the  Annual 
Conference  for  consideration,  hoping 


also  to  hear  definitely  from  the  group 
in  Johannesburg  as  to  what  they  are 
prepared  to  do.

Report  of  the  Rukwadzano 
Rwewadzimai 

Southern  Section. 

"And  certain  women  which  had 
been  healed  of  evil  spirits  and  infirmi- 
ties, Mary  called  Magdalene,  out  of 
whom  went  seven  devils,  and  Joanna 
the  wife  of  Chuza,  Herod's  steward, 
and  Susanna  and  many  others,  which 
ministered  unto  Him  of  their  sub- 
stance."    Luke  8:  2,  3. 

As  those  early  humble  Christian 
women  set  us  an  example  of  serving 
Christ  by  their  substance,  therefore 
we,  as  Christian  women,  have  a  desire 
to  do  the  same.  The  activities  of  the 
Rukwadzano  rweWadzimai  in  all  the 
Districts  of  the  Southern  Section  are 
as  follows: 

The  Old  Umtali  Ruwadzano  women 
have  visited  the  mine  compounds  and 
helped  the  ministers  at  conference 
time. 

Mutambara  women  gave  mats  to 
the  church,  helped  mould  bricks  for 
a  building,  and  gave  wood  and  food  to 
the  patients  in  the  hospital. 

Muziti  women  bought  a  lantern  for 
light  in  the  church  and  cloth  for  the 
burial  of  a  man  who  had  no  one  to 
help  him.  Now  they  are  busy  find- 
ing money  to  help  erect  the  school 
building. 

Chidukii  women  bought  a  pulpit 
cloth  and  helpod  a  (Quarterly  Confer- 
ence collection  which  was  short. 

Gandanzara  women  helped  by  giv- 
ing dresses  to  some  children  who  are 
not  able  to  come  to  school  because 
they  had  no  clothes.  They  also  col- 
lected money  to  help  repair  the  taber- 
nacle at  Nyatande. 
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Umtali  women  gave  £8.  to  help 
erect  the  school  building.  They  also 
helped  three  mothers  who  had  trip- 
lets by  giving  the  babies  clothes, 
soap,  and  1/-  to  each  baby,  to  cheer 
up  the  mothers  who  thought  it  was 
bad  luck  to  have  three  babies  at  one 
time.  They  told  the  mothers  that 
God  was  blessing  them.  They  gave 
half  a  bag  of  niealie  meal  and  vegeta- 
bles to  women  and  children  in  the 
diphtheria  camp  and  10/-  to  the  Old 
Umtali  orphans. 

Nyakatsapa  women  gave  money  to 
help  repair  the  church,  bought  a  glass 
for  the  lamp  in  the  church,  and  two 
Testaments  and  two  hymn  books  for 
the  people  in  the  Tsonzo  Clinic.  They 
gave  grain  to  a  man  whose  granary 
was  burned  up  by  lightning. 

Zimunya  women  built  a  dormitory 
for  the  Boarding  Girls  at  Muradzi- 
kwa  School  and  two  Testaments  and 
two  hymn  books  were  given  for  the 
Umtali  Hospital. 

Mt.  Makomwe  women  gave  money 
to  help  build  the  girl  teachers'  house 
and  the  girls'  dormitory  and  gave  two 
lanterns  and  two  tins  of  paraffin. 

Penhalonga  women  were  asked  by 
the  Compound  Manager  to  weed  the 
sports  grounds  and  were  offered 
meat,  beans  and  vegetables.  The 
church  women  asked  the  manager  to 
build  them  a  chapel  instead  of  giving 
them  the  food,  to  which  he  agreed. 
It  was  dedicated  by  Rev.  P.  Massing. 

There    are    many    other    activities 
which  we  have  no  time  to  mention. 
The  Annual  Convention 

Wherever  the  Ruwadzano  Annual 
Convention  is  held,  the  Chief,  the 
princes  and  the  headmen  of  that 
section  come  to  attend  it  and  also 
representatives  of  chiefs  from  other 
sections. 

The  womens'  annual  Convention 
helps  to  break  enmity  between  the 
tribes,  and  encourages  our  members 
not  to  go  to  other  Movements  such 
as  Johans  and  Zionists. 

During  our  annual  Convention, 
which  washeld  at  Mutasa,  the  present 
chief  Mutasa,  his  princes  and  head- 
men came  to  attend  it.  The  chief's  son 
repented  and  brought  his  charms. 

We  want  to  give  thanks  for  the 
success  of  our  annual  meeting  at  Zo- 
ngoro  and  to  thank  our  advising 
missionaries,   Rev.  and    Mai    Taylor 


and  Rev.  and  Mai  Hassing  for  their 
help  in  keeping  order  among  those 
who  came  to  the  meeting. 

The  money  collected  there  was 
given  to  the  following  places: 

£1  for  the  Old  Umtali  orphans,  £2 
for  the  new  church  building  at  Old 
Umtali,  £3.  10.  0  to  the  child  who 
was  healed  by  God  through  the  pray- 
ers of  the  Ruwadzano  rweWadzimai 
of  Nyakatsapa. 

We  again  thank  our  Advisory  mis- 
sionaries, Mai  Taylor,  Mai  Sells  and 
Mai  P.  Hassing  who  came  to  attend 
our  Executive  Committee  meeting 
and  gave  us  advise  about  our  Ruwa- 
dzano. 

We  feel  that  the  time  has  come 
for  Ruwadzano  to  establish  the  girls' 
boarding  department  at  Chikwizo.

Northern  Section. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  report 
upon  the  year's  work  of  the  Ruwa- 
dzano of  the  Northern  Section.  While 
it  has  been  a  strenuous  year,  yet  it 
has  been  pleasant  and  we  believe 
profitable. 

We  hope  you  will  not  be  tired  of 
hearing  these  words  which  say-"The 
chief  work  of  the  Ruwadzano  is  help- 
ing our  members  and  our  neighbours  in 
their  special  need  —  both  spiritually 
and  physically.  For  our  motto  is-"For 
Christ  and  others." 

We  collected  a  little  money  and 
sewing  materials  for  a  needy  family 
who  had  twins  born  to  them.  We 
started  doing  this  about  three  years 
ago  when  twins  were  born  to  a  family 
in  Nyadiri  Location,  and  hope  to  con- 
tinue with  this  work. 

The  Ruwadzano  group  helped  har- 
vest a  field  for  an  old  man  whose  wife 
was  sick  for  several  months.  She  died 
later  in  Mtoko  hospital. 

We  continue  to  help  the  widows 
in  our  groups  and  also  those  out.?ide 
when  ever  necessary. 
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The  women  visit  their  neighbours, 
talk  and  pray  with  them.  In  the 
out-stations  they  have  classes  with 
girls  once  a  week. 

The  Annual  Convention. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  which  was  the 
most  interesting  or  the  best  work 
done,  for  it  seemed  that  nothing 
could  be  left  out  and  still  have  a  well 
rounded  program. 

The  Presence  of  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  could  be  felt  during  the  whole 
period. 

On  the  first  day,  Thursday,  people 
kept  arriving  until  late  in  the  even- 
ing, as  some  came  from  a  distance, 
most  every  one  walked  as  there 
are  so  few  lorries  these  days.  We 
held  evening  prayers  the  first  even- 
ing. Matt.  7:7-11  was  read  and  mem- 
bers led  in  prayer. 

Next  day,  Friday,  our  work  began 
according  to  the  Master's  teaching- 
Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  all  His  righteousness  shall  be 
added  unto  you.  'J'here  were  many 
hungry  hearts  there.  There  was 
never  a  time  when  a  little  crowd  was 
not  waiting  for  some  one  to  go  with 
them  to  a  quiet  place.  Some  leaders 
had  little  time  to  rest  as  these  little 
groups  kept  searching. 

Saturday,  we  had  the  teachings 
and  aims  of  the  Ruwadzano  associa- 
tion. 

Chief  Nyajina  came  and  stayed  at 
the  camp  until  Sunday  evening.  He 
was  interested  in  all  that  took  place, 
and  gave  an  encouraging  address. 

Sunday,  the  Supt  ,Rev.  T.  A.  O'Far- 
rell  preached  from  the  first  book  of 
Samuel  Chap.  1.  He  also  told  about 
the  mother  of  John  Wesley  who  had 
19  children.  After  the  service  we  had 
a  meeting  with  young  girls.  They 
listened  with  great  attention  as  Mrs. 
David  Mandisodza  and  Mrs.  Enoch 
Munjoma  talked  to  them. 

Sunday  afternoon  was  the  recep- 
tion of  Ruwadzano  members  -  about 
36  were  received  from  Nyadiri  Dist. 

The  evening  meeting  was  led  by 
Mrs.  Ebson  Zimondi,  the  wife  of  our 
African  missionary  at  Chikwizo.  It 
was  a  quiet  and  helpful  service.  After 
the  meeting  souie  people  gave  money 
for  their  work.  One  man  promised 
five  hymn  books  and  a  Bible  for  the 


work    there.     The     benediction    was 
given  by  Rev.  E.  Munjoma.

Report  of  the  African  Missionary 

Society 

Chiliwizo  Reserve 

Our  Missionary  enterprise  in  Chi- 
kwizo Reserve,  as  a  mustard  seed,  is 
gradually  growing.  Judging  from  its 
origin  we  see  its  progress,  in  Church 
activity,  school  and  the  work  of  the 
place. 

The  preaching  of  the  Christian 
Gospel  as  being  our  chief  aim  has 
shown  its  forwardness  by  the  average 
attendance  of  fifty  every  Sunday. 
Our  preaching  places  are  still  carried 
on  by  local  preachers  mainly,  and 
sometimes  we  have  taken  our  people 
at  Chikwizo  to  these  places  for  Sunday 
Services,  One  young  man  was  re- 
ceived into  full  membership,  and  four 
young  people  have  also  joined  the 
probationer's  course.  One  baby  was 
consecrated  by  its  parents  in  Baptism. 

The  contribution  towards  the 
church  support  has  increased  by 
thirty  per  cent. 

The  Sunday  School  is  well  attended 
by  all  our  members.  It  was  with  en- 
couragement to  appoint  a  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  in  the  last 
Quarterly  Conference. 

Wc  are  thankful  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  Rev.  B.  Munjoma,  who  comes 
to  help  us  with  the  Church  affairs. 
It  was  a  great  help  rendered  by  him 
when  we  had  our  three  days  revival 
meetings  which  were  attended  by  both 
men  and  women  from  his  circuit.  As 
a  result  of  this  revival  many  women 
are  coming  to  Church. 

The  school  so  far  is  growing.  We 
enrolled  sixty-eight  pupils  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year,  twelve 
of  these  are  boarders.  Although  our 
school  at  present  does  not  have  the 
above  number,  we  still  have  enough 
pupils  to  finish  up  the  school  year. 
What  encourages  is  the  good  daily 
attendance  of  the  children.  We 
were  able  to  enroll  twelve  students  in 
Std.  II  and  strengthen  our  School 
work.  We  are  determined  to  put  in 
Std.  Ill  next  year.  If  this  is  to  be. 
the  staff  should  be  increased,  for  the 
present  staff  may  fail  to  meet  all  the 
Government   requirements.     We  are 
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ready  to  take  in  twenty  boarders. 
We  have  enough  places  to  accom- 
modate them,  enough  food  and  places 
for  class  rooms. 

There  is  at  present  a  great  need  for 
a  young  man  to  come  and  help  us 
with  the  school  work.  He  must  have 
gone  through  Training  School.  One 
with  the  missionary  spirit,  and  with 
a  capability  of  the  following:  Agricul- 
ture and  Industrial  work. 

We  are  busy  putting  up  our  kim- 
berley  brick  house  with  four  rooms  on 
a  little  kopjie  that  overlooks  the 
Church  and  the  boys'  dormitories. 

We  have  not  overlooked  the  great 
need  of  our  people  in  the  Reserve. 
They  do  not  have  enough  food  to  eat. 
They  do  not  know  farnnng,  therefore 
our  manuring  and  rotation  systems 
have  been  imitated  by  people  in  the 
reserve.  We  have  sent  our  request 
for  a  Demonstrator  through  the  near- 
est Demonstrator  and  Native  Com- 
missioner. Observing  from  the  Gov- 
ernment and  our  Missionaries  we  are 
teaching  them  agriculture. 

The  saying  of  Dr.  Aggrey  of  Africa 
of  the  white  and  black  notes  on  a 
piano  should  make  a  living  memory 
both  among  the  people  of  Africa  and 
the  nations  from  overseas.  In  the 
dark  the  black  notes  cannot  be  easily 
seen,  and  the  white  ones  lose  their 
harmony  if  the  player  strikes  them 
alone.  Therefore  as  it  is  will  be  easy 
for  the  player  to  notice  the  white 
ones  at  the  same  time,  the  actor  will 
always  remember  that  the  black  ones 
are  opposite  the  white  ones.  It  is 
wise  for  these  to  be  played  together 
so  that  the  song  can  be  played  melod- 
iously. In  our  Missonary  endeavour 
we  are  both  noticed  by  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  churches  from  which 
our  Missionaries  came.  We  have 
received  gifts  from  America  in  dollars. 
We  have  received  letters  to  encour- 
age us  from  our  missionaries  on  the 
field  and  those  in  America  on  fur- 
lough. We  have  been  allowed  to 
take  collections  at  full  liberty  from 
different  churches  of  the  Conference. 

Above  all  we  are  represented  to  the 
Government,  and  as  a  result  of  this 
a  grant  of  £48.  in  aid  of  our  work  was 
entrusted  to  our  Treasurer.  We  thank 
the  Conference  for  the  appointment 
of  Rev.  W.  Bourgaize  to  the  super- 
vision of  our  school  work.    His  advice 


is  friendly.     His   criticisms  are  a  step 
forward  each  time. 

Therefore  we  see  the  result  of  the 
saying  of  Aggrey  of  Africa.  "  They 
that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew 
their  strength." 

Report  of  Mrs.  Zinionte. 

When  looking  back  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  work  in  which  1  am 
engaged  with  my  husband,  I  see  a 
sparkling  light  of  the  Christian  Gospel 
among  the  women  of  Africa  in  this 
land. 

The  number  of  the  women  is  increas- 
ing in  the  Rukwadzano  meetings  and 
a  few  girls  that  attend  our  schools 
are  regular  in  the  Domestic  Science 
classes  we  are   conducting. 

It  may  be  known  that  a  lot  could 
be  accomplished  if  the  young  women 
had  a  place  here  for  training  to  make 
them  better  Christian  mothers  of 
tomorrow. 

Since  the  number  of  students  com- 
ing to  stay  as  Boarders  is  increasing, 
the  need  for  a  better  water  supply  is 
prompt.  I  may  say  we  need  a  deep 
well.  If  funds  were  available  we 
should  start  it  next  year. 

We  are  today  thirty  miles  from 
the  nearest  Government  Clinics  and 
as  our  Boarders  are  increasing  our 
medical  needs  are  constantly  felt,  I 
do  not  know  how  this  could  be  solved.
